JAPAN. 
‘YOKOHAMA. 

Advices hence are to the 1st December. The English mail 
of the 26th September arrived out on the 23rd November. 

The papers now delivered bring us the details in reference 
to the murder of Major Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird, 
intelligence of which was received on the 19th inst. via San 
Francisco and New York. We take the following account 
from the Japan Herald. 

THE MURDER OF TWO BRITISH OFFICERS. 

On the morning of the 21st November (Monday), Major 
George Walter Baldwin and Lieutenant Robert Nicholas Bird, 
both of the 2nd Battalion of H.B.M.’s 20th Regiment (two, who 
amongst all the respected and beloved of the officers of that 
regiment had, by their gentle inoffensive natures and sterling 
worth gained the foremost ranks in the affectionate regards of 
all who knew them), left Yokohama on horseback for an excur- 
sionto Kamakura and Daiboots. About half-past ten they 
arrived at Enosima, which place, after exchanging courtesies 
with other excursionists they met there, they left about 
twelve o'clock, with the intention of proceeding to Daiboots, 
‘The same night, information from the district authorities was 
sent in to the Governor of Yokohama, that two foreigners had 
been assaulted at or near Kamakura, that one was dead, but 
the other yet alive. This information having been communi- 
cated forthwith (about two o’clock inthe am. of the 22nd, 
Tuesday) to the Foreign Consuls, Dr. Lindau, the Swiss Con- 
sul, Mr. Von Brandt, the Prussian Consul, and in various 
parties other foreign residents, started, at about 4 o'clock. 
towards the place indicated ; Lieut. Woods, with a party of 
mounted artillery, and Mr. Lachlan Fletcher, interpreter to the 
British Legation, being ordered to proceed thither in all haste. 
A little after daylight they arrived at the three-fold road lead- 
ing from the Great Temple, Hatchuma, where it divides into 
three smaller roads, one leading to Daiboots to the right, the 
second straight on to the sea, and the third into the country to 
the left. Near this spot, and between a miserable tea-house and a 
hut for horses, under two small sheds of mats propped up 
by bamboos, and dis: on mats laid on the ground, were 
found, most horribly mutilated, the bodies of the two unfor- 
tunate gentlemen ; the pistol of one of them—one barrel of 
which appeared to have been recently discharged, — by his 
side, that of the ‘other yet undrawn from his belt. All the 
inquiries made by Mr, Fletcher (and we all know how per- 
severingly and discreetly he would push them to the utmost) 
failed to elicit any information. No one knew anything but 
that there the bodies were—and that one of the deceased, the 
younger one, who said his name was Bird, had lived for several 
hours, 

The bodies were brought in by water, and the inquest—a 
fall report of which we annex—was held. 

It would not be wise here (whilst the murderers yet remain 
undiscovered) to point out certain extraordinary antitheses 
between the medical evidence and that above referred to. 
Horrible as the deed is known to be—surpassing in cowardice 
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and bloody murdering spirit all that even those who, like our- 
selves, have been in close aud constant contact with a nation called 
cannibal and savage, have ever witnessed or heard of—there 
is,—we shudder whilst we say it—great room to fear, that it 
may have been yct more brutal, more cowardly, more blood- 
thirsty, than yet is kuown- The deceased were buried with 
full: military honours, on Thursday; the mournful cortége 
forming, without doubt, the most imposing spectacle ever 
witnessed in Yokohama. We noticed there the British, 
French, American and Dutch Ministers and all the 
Consuls in full uniform; the Governor of Kanagawa and 
suite; the officers of all the men-of-war of all nationalities 
in the harbour ; the officers of all the land forces of all nation- 
alities ; and wo believe we may say that every male resident of 
Yokohama was there. The profound solemn silence that pre- 
vailed ; the sad (though stern) countenances of all this con- 
course so formed,—was a tribute to the memory of the 
slaughtered British ofticera which will reach higher than the 
highest mausoleum ever erected. Wo trust it may reach; 
with some consoling tone, the hearts of their relations—their 
brother officers—their fellow soldiers, aud all who knew these 
two estimable men, from whom they have becn for ever in this 
life severed in so sudden and afflictive a manner. 

The ceffins, which were on artillery carriages, drawn by the 
men of that corps, were first followed by Lieut.-Col. Browno, as 
chief mourner ; the pall of that enclosing the remains of Major 
Baldwin being borne by Colonel Penrose, R.M.LI. ; Major Miller, 
67th ; Major Ord, 20th ; Major Wray, R.E. ; and that of Licut. 
Bird by Lieuts, Fraser, Webster, Wahal, and Barlow, all of the 
20th. The firing party consisted of 240 rank and file of the 
20th, under command of Captain Rochfort. 

We must not, however, omit to add for the information of 
the friends of the deceased, who will doubtless desire to a 
knowledge for themselves the considerate condolence, that not 
only were there present, as we have said above, the Ministers, 
Consuls, avd naval and military officers of all foreign Powers, 
but that a detachment of 150 men of H.I.M’s Semiramis, 
under command of Lieut. Mict, formed a part of the mournful 
cortege. 

And now, having “buried our doad,” we rejoice to be able 
to add here intelligence which will, we doubt not, be received 
with universal gratification. We know from the best authority 
that Sir Rutherford Alcock is resolutely determined, by every 
means at his command, to urge and if necessary compel, the 
Japanese authorities to do their utmost to discover and deliver 
up the murderers. Let none therefore imagine that in that 
quarter there can be any irresolution, torpidity, or disinclina- 
tion sincerely to follow this matter to its end. We believe 
Sir Rutherford Alcock would value this discovery, this re- 
tribution, more than he ever valued any honours or praise 
which have been showered upon hin—we believe his heart is 
in it, We rejoice, too, to be able to say that wo have the 
best authority for believing that the charge which we have so 
‘often heard generally made, even in official as well as in far 
Jess influential quarters, that “the Japanese authorities make 
it their policy to shroud and conceal offenders against fo- 
reigners,” is now, for this time at least, being most satisfac- 
torily disproved. T'he Japanese authorities are, we know, pro- 
fessing to do their very utmost to bring the assassins to jus- 
tice. We have good ground for the belief that they are sincere 
in their professions, 

THE INQUEST. 

On the afternoon of Tuesday the 22nd November an inquest was held 
in the ante-room of the mess apartments of the 2nd battalion of H.B.M.’s 
20th regiment, before C. A. Winchester, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul, to 
nquire into the manner whereby Major George Walter Baldwin, ‘and 
Lieutenant Robert Nicholas Bird, both officers of H.M.’s 20th regiment, 
2nd battalion, came by their deaths. 

Captains Charles Rochfort, Conroy Fahie, and John Aldridge, all of the 
20th regiment, were duly sworn in as juror 

‘The jurors havin viewed the bodies the inquest was adjourned, to be 
resumed ut H.B.M.'s Consulate the following day, Wednesday 23rd, at 
eleven o'clock, on which day the adjourned inquest was resumed,

* R Lindau, Esq., Swiss Consul, sworn’: Yesterday morning at 2 o'clock 
two officers came to me and told me that two men had been killed 
or attacked at or near Kamakura. My first apprehensions were that it 
might prove to be two gentlemen who were staying with me, who were 
then absent on an excursion. I went to the Custom-house with Mr. Von 
Brandt, the Prussian Consul whom I met; we found all in a bustle, and 
the Governor there. He told us that he had received a communication 
that two men had been attacked; one jwas killed, and the other had 
said he wasan Engli-b officer, We determined to go down and ask the 


























Governor to give us an escort; he did s0, and gave us four officers, and 
we left about a quarter-past three. We lost them at the first gate, they 
evidently were disinclined to go with us; but my betto and one of the 
escort's betto followed us. At Kanasawa I inquired, but could learn 
nothing as to what had occurred, but was told that the wounded men were. 
still at Kamakura, We arrived at the first tea-house aud there saw the 
Vice-govermor and Sinagawa, and several of the officers. We 
were then four foreigners, Mr. Von Brandt, Mr. Stearns, and 
I think a man named George, and L We rode forward, Sinaga- 
way accompanying us. At the end of the valley where the 
roads divide into three, at the road which leads from the Great Temple 
—one leading to Daiboots to the right, the second straight on to the sea, 
and the third to the country to the left. Near where the road divides on. 
the right going to Kamakura there is a miserable tea-house and a stand 
for horses, there we sa two ponies tied up, and between the stand and the 
tea-house lay two bodies under a kind of shed or tent formed of mats. 
The bodies lay on mats and mats overhea I believe Mr. Stearns saw 
the bodies and could identify them, Mr. Bird was lying on his back on a 
mat. Near the left hand of Mr. Bird was a revolver, the barrel of which 
next the capped one was discharged. The right arm was by his side, the 
left arm stretched out, the hand closed, two forefingers cut off an inch or 
two from the hand—it struck me as with care, as though to make it look 
natural. The long barrel of the revolver was full of dirt, as though he had 
fallen with it, When we had made these first examinations Mr. Woods 
(R.A.), Mr. Fletcher, and others arrived, [Revolver produced and re 
cognised by witness.) ‘Ihe revolver was covered with blood. Major 
Baldwin was lying on his back, with the hands clencl Oa 
consultation with the others who arrived we came to the conelusion that 
the bodies had been removed there. Their watches and other property 
was found on them, Major Baldwin's watch was still going. 1 said to 
the Vice-Governor I did not believe these gentlemen had been killed 
there: we removed the mats, and found only a small quantity of blood 
under both, not an amount proportionate to the hemorthage which must 
have ensued from such wounds. The Vice-Governor said he kuew 
nothing about it, and could say nothing; the people had been in the tields 
working and found the bodies there. Mr. Von Brandt, some 15 of 20 paces 
off, found some traces of blood on the road going-to the sea. Evidently there 
the wounds had been inflicted, because we found blood on some of the bushes, 
and an old mat on the road which slopes to a bank, which evidently had 
been laid upon, was also stained with blood. We tried to find the traces of. 
blood —but they were not very evident; we were led, however to a small 
tea-house—by something ; a mat with a weight upon it, for instance, had 
been dragged along the road. This led us about 100 yards further out, 
but no blood there. On following these traces to another smal! hous on 
the left hand of the road it seemed to finish there. There was anold 
woman there, and the house was carefully examined, but nothing to 
give us any information or clue was found. We remarked distinctly 
marks of European boots leading to and from the sea. We concluded 
that these were of the murdered officers, but afterwards heard that 
others had passed and repassed the same road the previous day. 

Mons. do Vecchy, in the service cf the King of Italy, sworn, saids 
Farly the day before yesterday morning I was with my party at Enosima. 
Major Baldwin and Lieut, Bird came about half-past ten. The Japanese 
priest in charge of a large tea-house at the foot of the large temple refused 
ive us a place to take breakfast, at the same time some Japanese 
officers came past and Mr, Beato in a loud voice called out to them to give 
us a place, otherwise, he said, we would take it. ‘This was to a party of 
three or four Yakonins , going past the tea-house towards the temple. . 

« . A few minutes after these officers past towards the tempie Major 
Baldwin and Lieut. Bird said they had only a short time to spare, and 
procecded towards the temple. About ten minutes after the Japanese 
officers returned and repased the tea-house, and one looked very savagely 
at ua, and threw back his robe as though to show his sword. I put my hand 
upon my revolver; I believe the other did the same. I did not draw my 
revolver, but got it handy. The Japanese then marched on. The three 
chief men were dressed in silk ; I did not observe any crest. After this 
party had passed we went across the island to a cave on the other side, and 
at the cave we met Major Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird; I tried to insist 
upon Major Baldwin coming back to Fusisawa with us, but he said he 
must see Daiboots before anything. I went along all the temples, They 
went to the tea-house and got a glass of beer, and started for Enosima. 
about twelve o'clock. I said good-bye to Major Baldwin, and did not see 
him again, but heard from my servant that they had gone to get a bottle 
of beer, and had then left without saying anything else. ‘This oificer 
whom I say looked savagely at us was... 

[The appearance of the men described, but we think beat not to 
publish it at present.] 

Lieut, Wood, R. A.: I was ordered out with a party of mounted ar 
tillery to bring in the bodies of two foreigners reportcd to have been killed 
at Kamakura. We started about 4 a.m. with Mr. Hensman, assi t= 
surgeon, and Mr. Fletcher, interpreter. We arrived at Kamakura shertly 
after daylight. We had three or four Japanese officers with us who kept 
up with our party. I found the bodies of Major Baldwin and Lieut. Bird 
about 1,000 yards from the Great Temple. There is a three-fold road 
which divides, They were lying on the left-hand side going down to- 
wards the sea, just where the road to Daiboots turns off; on the road, in 
front of a little tea house, under two little mats, propped up with bamb20. 
T have heard the first evidence about the position in which the bodies 
were found, I can corroborate the whole of it. There were two horses 
in the shed, with European accoutrements. There were only a few dropsof 
blood on the left side of Major Baldwin's saddle-bags. I did not see any blood 
on the horse pointed out to me as Major Baldwin's. The horscs wero 
tied up and feeding. 1 did not notice that the reins of either bridles were 
cut. [Bridle produced, a few spots of blood found on it.] Mr. Bird's saddle 
had much blood on it, especially on the left stirrup. My impression from 
the position in which [ found these bodies was that they had been carried 
there. I searched for traces of blood elsewhere and found them, as has beea 












































already stated, on the right side of the road, On the side of the road 
about twenty or thirty yards the leaves of the trees were marked with

eir shirt pins were all right, I did not search the 
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pockets. Major Baldwin's revolver was in the case attached to his 
waist and ali the chambers undischarged. Mr. Bird’s was lying 
as stated by Mr. Lindau. The pistol was so smeered with mud 
and blood that it was not possible to tell if it had been recently 
discharged or not. There were no riding-whips found, tho’ I be- 
lieve they both started with them. My own first impression was 
that at the time they were attacked they were both leading their horses. 
‘There would have been more blood if they had been wounded whilst on 
their horses—there was blood on the saddles ou the near side, and on the 
back of the saddle-cloth. The horses theinselves were unhurt. My 
impression now on inspecting more closely the saddles and saddle-cloths 
isthat they may have probably been riding. The nose-band of Major 
Baldwin's pony is covered with mud as though he had been down, but 
that may have occurred in many otherways. I think the pony has dirted 
the bridle himself. Both these gentlemen were wounded in’ both arms, 
Mr. Bird had a wound on the left knee almost cutting it through. I 
think that could scarcely have been done on the saddle without also 
cutting the saddle. It would have been a very clever cut to have inflicted 
that wound without injuring the saddle or stirrup- leather. 

Mr. Charles Wirgman, being sworn said : f went out on an excursion 
on Friday morning. On the first night I slept at Kanasawa, Between 
Saturday and Sunday and Sunday and Monday, I slept at Kamakura, 
Monday night at Fusisawa, My party consisted of myself, Mons. Beato, 
Major de Veechy, the Marquis de Bonnet, Mons. Rous-en and Francisco, 
Major de Vecchy's servant. During the two days 1 was at Kamakura we 
lived at the first tea-house. We had no difficulties—on the contrary, 
they were extremely polite, We saw one man, a Hotomoto, stopping wih 
his retainers the first night we were there, at the same tea-house ; he was 
very polite to us, and left us the next (Saturday) morning, starting 
apparently in the direction of Daiboots. . We all spoke to him, and all 
‘our intercourse was of a very friendly character. We saw no other parties 
of two-sworded men. I was sketching about the great temple, Hatchi- 
mang-sama, the avenue and thereabouts, without molestation. 
Monsieur Roussen and myself were together principally, He is 
also asketcher. I first saw Major Baldwin and Mr. Bird on Monday 
morning when I was sitting on the steps leading down to the grotto at 
Enosima. It was about 10} or 11. Beato came down with Major Bald- 
win and Mr. Bird. Beato had his photographic apparatus at a little tea~ 
house. Major Baldwin asked to be allowed to sketch his tent. By 
and-by Isaw them again as they were going away, and they bade us good 
bye. There were two parties of Japanese officials. Before Tsaw Major Bird 
Taw one party come up the main-street of Kagosima, go up towards the 
redwood pagoda, and come down again; but where they went I don't 
know. I looked at them and stood on one side. They were very well 
dress: There were two officers and three servants. ‘Shortly after the 
fit a second party ascended the hill. I met them on the hill as I was 
coming down, They staid away a long time. The party consisted of 
four or five. They appeared to be very quiet. So far as I know they 
showed no signs of displeasure or offence. ‘The first party only had 
the stolid look of Yakonins who don't care about foreigners. I 
first heard of this catastrophe in the evening at Fusisawa, while I 
was in the tea-hcuse. I was in the tea-house about 7 o'clock, It was 
said that two English officers had been attacked, One had had his head 
cut off—the other both his arms, but he was not dead. We laughed at 
the report; we made inquiries of our own Japanese servant; he said he 
had heard it from betto; next morning a Yakonin came down from 
Yokohama and said it was true. We returned next morning to Yokoha- 
ma along the Tokaido. The distance between Enosima at the tea-house 
where the Major's servant was left and the spot where these two bodies 
were found was about six miles, I think. The distance between the same 
pose and Fusisawa is say twelve to fourteen miles, It took us about three 

jours’ ride. The two parties of Yakonins had left about two hours before 
Major Baldwin and Mr. Bird. 
rancisco Quaranta being sworn said: I remember Monday last. I 
was attending upon my master who was on an excursion. I remember 
Enosima, I eaw two English officers there. They arrived after the party 
in which T was—probably three-quarters of an hour alter. I saw them 
arrive and saw them go away. They went away about twelve o'clock. 
‘They were taiking with me a quarter of an hour before leaving. I asked 
them if they would take something ; all they asked for was a glass of beer 
each. They said they were not hungry; that they had already eaten 
something ; they were only thirsty. ‘Then they went away. I did not 
see them get out their horses. I only saw them go out at the door. It 
was about twelve o'clock when they left; it could not have been more 
than ten minutes more or less. I saw a party of Yakovins going up the 
hill; I just looked at them once but touk no great notice. 
ig. F. Beato, being sworn, said: I was on an excursion with others 
(2s related before). J remember seeing Major Baldwin and Mr. Bird at 
Enosima. T think this was about 
































Tsaw and spoke with them the first. 
half-past ten. They arrived before our horses were tied up. I last saw 
them on the island. I offered them my bettoes to take charge of their 
nies. I took them then up with me to the second temple, and there I 
left them, after pointing out to them a Japanese man of the place to show 
them over the place. “Afterthat I put my things in a tent, and saw them 
again, and had nearly fifteen minutes’ talk with them, and showed 
them my views ; and I asked them to come with me to 
Fusisawa, that they would be less tired than if they went 
back to Yokohama; but they said they had their horses on the way at 
Kanasawa, and wished particularly to see Daiboots, which they had not 
seen in coming. I asked them to stay to tiflen with us, but 1 persuaded 
them to go and get some refreshment from the servant, and they said per- 
haps they would go and take a glass of beer, but were anxious to go on. 
‘They then left, and I did not see them again. It was about half-past 
eleven when I last saw them. -I think they left the place about twelve 
o'clock. It was not a tea-house, but the head-quarters of the priest. I 
consider the distance from Enosima to the place where these gentlemen 
were killed five miles. I have done it in half-an-hour. From Enosima 
to Fusisawa is about four miles, I arrived at Fusisawa about half-past 
three or four o'clock. I stopped the night there. I had some fun with 
the obildren ; they took faacy to throw at the teu-house, About half-past 
six o'clock my servant came to me and told me quietly that he thought 














the two friends (meaning Major Baldwin and Mr. Bird) had been killed. 
He described to me the appearance of those he meant. 1 asked him who 
told him? He said some bettoes who had come from Kamakura had 
told him. He said one of the men had had his head cut and was dead, 
the other had had his hands only cut and was not dead. I did not believe 
him and sent him away. The next morning very early there came some 
Yakonins, saying they {were looking for some men— loonins"—who 
had killed some foreigners, and they were very sorry. It was these who 
told me these two men had been killed. At Enosima we had great diffi- 
culty in getting a tea-house. They shut them all; but we went toa 
large house and got hold of the head man and told him we must put our 
horses in, and asked him why these difficulties? As this was recurring = 
party of five Japanese officers passed us, and looked angrily at us. I did 
not like their appearance at all. They were not Yokohama officers. 
‘After this they gave us the place. Always before I have found the place 
very civil, but this day they were not so. I fancied these Yakonins had 
put them up not to give us anything except at Kamakura. 

J. M. Woodward, surgeon 2nd battalion of the 20th Regiment, sworn 
(the coroner handed to him a paper): This is my report upon the wounds 
of the deceased. The opinion I have formed from the examination of 
the wounds is, that some of them were inflicted whilst the deceased were 
riding, and,some on the ground. The wound of Major Baldwin on the 
cheek I call number one. I think very likely inflicted whilst he was 
I consider all his wounds were inflicted whilst he was riding ex- 
cept that on the back, which must have been inflicted whilst he was lying 
on his face. With respect to Lieutenant Bird, I think that all the 
wounds on that gentleman, except that on the back of the neck, were 
inflicted whilst he was riding, that last-named wound must have been. 
inflicted whilst lying on the ground on his face. Death in the case of Mr. 
Bird, after the wound on the back of the neck must have been instanta~ 
neous. It is possible that Major Baldwin may have lived for two or thi 
hours after the receipt of those injuries ; but I do not think it could hi 
been so with Mr, Bird, If the spine is severed high up as in Mr. Bird’ 
case death must be instantaneous. The wound near Major Baldwin's 
spine in the back is so low as to be compatible with a short continuance 
of life. From the nature and description of the wounds they could only 
have been inflicted by a sharp and heavy instrument like a Japanese 
sword. And the wound in Major Baldwin’s back must have been intlicted 
by a two-handed sword; and the wound in Mr. Bird’s neck also must 
have been inflicted by the same description of weapon—not by any 
weapon that I have ever seen of a less formidable kind. Looking at the 
wounds on the arms, I am of opinion they were inflicted as they were 
raised in defence, and that they were attacked on both sides. In respecy 
to the wounds in Mr. Bird’s neck it must have inflicted instantaneou 
death ; it was between the second and third cervical vertebra, both of 
which were cut through, and the spinal marrow completely severed. It 
is not possible that he could have lived for three hours, and to drink water 
with such wounds, 























REPORT. 

Description of wounds on the body of the late Lieut. Bird, 2nd Battalion 
20th Regt., murdered at Kamakura, Japan, on the afternoon of the 2le 
November, 1864. 

Ist. An extensive incised wound between 4 to 5 inches in length at the 
back of the neck dividing all the soft parts and two of the cervical vertebra, 

2nd. A long oblique wound about 8 inches in length running from the 
acromial process of the right scapula to its base dividing the bone, 

3rd. Extensive wound on the inner surface of the left forearm running 
into the elbow-joint, completely dividing the joint and cutting the articular 
surfaces of both bones away. 

Ath. Index and middle finger of the left hand cut off a little below the 
phalangs metacarpel articulation, the ring finger same hand only holding 
on by a small piece of skin. 

5th. A long oblique wound at the lower posterior third of the right foree 
arm, cutting through both bones, and all the soft paris, held together by a 
amall piece of skin. 

6th. A long oblique wound about six or seven inches in length on the 
inner surface of the left knee joint, running from above downwards and 
outwards, laying open the knee joint and cutting amay the internal condyle 
of the femur. 

Description of wounds on the body of the late Major Baldwin, 2nd Bat= 
talion 20th Regiment, Murdered at Kamakura, Japan, on the afternoon 
of the 2lst November, 1864, 

Ist. Large wound on the left cheek, extending from the angle of the 
mouth to the ear, completely cutting away the cheek, only held on by a 
few shreds. . 

2nd. Left arm and forearm frightfully hacked, bones cut through in 
several places. : 4 

8rd. Long wound on the outer aspect of the right elbow joint, cutting 
through both bones of forearm, forearm frightfully mutilated. 

4th, Desperate wound on back sixteen inches in length, to the right of 
the spinal column and extending from the middle of the back to the 
base of the sacrum, dividing all the soft parts and three of the false ribs 
close to their articulation into the abdomen, 

Liver exposed but not injured. .

Yokohama, Japan, 23rd Nov. 1864. 

Marquis du Bonnais, being duly sworn, said : I firet saw the two officers 
at Enosima when they arrived about ten to half-past ten o'clock. I did 
not observe anything extraordinary with any party of Japanese. I thought 
the people of the place received us rather queerly. When the party of 
five Yakonins passed by to the temple they seemed to stop for a moment, 
as though surprised to see us there, but nothing else particular struck me 
astotheir manner. I saw the deceased gentlemen the last time at half- 
past eleven; they came out of the grotto as I was going in. 1 was after 
wards told they left about twelve o'clock. I observed af several times on 
previous days in passing the spot where the deceased were found several 
parties engaged in agricultural employments, I think it scarcely possible 
that, considering the number of people about, there should not be some 
one who could give a good account of the whole transaction. _ 

Lachlan Fletcher, Esq., being duly sworn, said: I went as interpreter 
with Lieut, Wood to the locality of the murder, 1 arrived at Kamakura, 
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where the road branches off, shortly after daylight. It was my impres- 
sion, from the manner in which the bodies were upon the mats, 
that they had been disposed there. I sought for traces of blood, and 
found some about thirty or forty yards down the amall avenue that leads to 
the sea, on the right hand of the road. There is one place at the end of 
the thirty yards and on a parapet or bank some one and a-half or two feet 
high where there was a quantity of blood, but not a continuous line of 
blood; but in the spot I have described it is visible as where it fell on the 
leaves of the trees, and the bushes and bank and road, and starred as 
though it had trickled down from a distance. Lafterwards went to the house 
‘of an old woman down this avenue leading to the sea, perhaps about 150 
yards down. Between where we noticed these traces of blood and t 
spot we noticed a track as though something heavy had been trailed along 
the ground ; it might have been a mat with a weight upon it; insome 
places the defined edges were perhaps two fect ora yard apart, but I saw 
no bood. It was a dry sandy part and I don’t think blood would have 
been very visible. I did inquire of various peasants’ about the circum- 
stances, but all I could get out of them was that they knew in the evening 
that two foreigners were killed, and they knew nothing further about it. 
The old woman in the house could give ao information—nor during 
the whole time I was on the ground could I get any explanation 
—but the people all said they had been working in the fields. What 
the offivers told me wat the same. The Vice-Governor's interpre- 
ter, Sinagawa, I understood to say there was some disturbance in the 
village—i drew the inference that he meant in which these gentlemen 
were concerned, but I thought probably as he spoke in English that he 
did not convey his ideas correctly to me, and thought from bis confusion of 
manner that he was mistaken, and still think so. I could find nothing from 
either officers or villagers further than that these gentlemen had been 
killed the previous evening. I got every assistance thatthe party required. 
The ch of the village were called and I was furnished with their names. 
This morning have been engaged in taking down the evidence of the 
Japanese as read over to me by the Vice-Governor, I produce the 
translation. (Read.] They precisely correspond with that I heard on 
the ground, save that they contain the statement about the two ollicers 
praying in the temple and the finding of the kat. 
STATEMENTS OF THE JAPANESE. 

Yasnyomon, the name of the proprietor of the house on the spot, states 
about English 10 a.m. 

Yasenyemon is a peasant, and went out to work into the fields about 10 
A.M. ata distance with my wife and boy, and about 4 P.M. another man, 
Kikivero, came and told me while working that two foreigners were lying 
dead opposite iny house. I forthwith went home with my wife and boy and 
if of the village was there when I arrived. A report was imme- 

made to the Governor. [ knew nothing whatever of who com. 
mitted the murder. One of the officers was still alive when I arrived and 
he said he was an English officer, and the Vice-Governor said his name 
was Bird. He died soon afterwards,

A temple called 
in Kamakura and did not come home to my own house in the 
A peasant called Yasungoro came to me and told me that 
two foreigners were killed before my house this evening.

Twent out to kevp a stand of sweetmeats at the gate of the temple, and 
about three o'clock two two-sworded Japanese came to the temple to pray, 
‘one was about thirty-four years of age and had on the loose trousers of an 
nd bad a bamboo in his hands. The other officer was about 
y-four or twenty-five years and had on the dress of an officer, coat 
and trousers—he had on a large bamboo hat (a hat was discovered on the 
spot by one of the Yakonins from Yokohama corresponding to the one 
described here) and also wooden shoes. They did not sit down at the 
temple but departed immediately down the avenue towards the sea. 

Tukagiro, The chief of the village of Omatchi mura (the nearest to 
where the officers were killed). I went in the morning a little distance off 
to look after my rice fields, and was there all day till about four o'clock. 
My servant came to tell me that two foreigners were killed opposite to 
Yasnyomon's house. 1 immediately went back to my own house, and 
from there direct to where I heard the foreigners were cut down, and met 
there the chiei officers of the temple, and immediately determined on 
sending a messenger to Yokohama. 

Gembi, the vext officer in rank to Takagiro in the village of Omatchi 
mura. I'was at home in my house on the 22nd, and a man came to 
inform me that two foreigners were cut down opposite Yasnyomon’s 
house, and I immediately went to the spot. 

Kitchigoto, Betto, Euwaso, Betto to the officers that were killed. 

Their evidence amounis merely to their having heard at Kanasawa 
Chere they were desired to remain with fresh horses) that two foreigners 
were killed, and they immediately went to the spot. 

FINDING. 

That Major George Walter Baldwin and Lieut, Robert Nicholas Bird 
were cruelly murdered near the town of Kamakura on the 21st November, 
instant, about tour in the afternoon, 

That trom the evidence brought before them, the jury have no doubt 
that this atrocious crime was the act of Japanese swordsmen unknown. 

The jury further find that this attack must in all likelihood have been 
made on both sides simultaneously, and by a party of five or six ruffians 
at the very least, but possibly of even greater numbers. : 

‘The jury are further of opinion that the Japanese evidence read in 
Court is utterly worthless, and that there must be ample testimony in 
the possession of the Japanese authorities, or attainable by them, descrip- 
tive of the whole circumstances of the tragedy.

sad incident more deplorable itis the reflection that it comes like 
a sudden blight upon the fairest prospects of a coming harvest of 
improved relations with the Government at Yedo. Not only an 
altered policy thero, but a renunciation of hostility at Kioto, 
and of such powerful members of the Daimio class as Satsuma 
and Choshiu, have all been the fruit of the last nine months of 
patient effort. Are these all to be lost because no means can 
be found either to restrain or punish the more vicious of the 
two-sworded men who infest the country ? We would fain hope 
not, but the answer must come from the Tycoon, and that 
promptly, orit may be too late.” : 

A Shanghai contemporary remarks that there is a remarkable 
contradiction between the testimony at the inquest and the 
statements made by the local authorities ia their report to the 
Governor, which, slight though it be, may afford some clue to 
the discovery of the culprits. According to the evidence of 
the village guards, Lieutenant Bird was alive at 10 P.M, 
whereas it is clear from the wounds inflicted, one of which 
severed two of the cervical vertebra, that death must have 
been almost instantaneous ; and yet there is native testimony 
to the effect that tho assault was committed at4 pam. It is 
not surprising, under these circumstances, that the jury of 
officers which sat on the inquest expressed an opinion that 
the Japanese evidence was utterly worthless ; and that, as 
other circumstances direct suspicion to the Yakonins at the 
Temple gardens, it should be generally believed that the dis- 
trict authorities can, if they choose, supply every detail neces- 
sary for the arrest of the criminals, 

The Japan Commercial News reports that the Mikado refuses 
to sign the Treaty Convention lately entered into between the 
Tycoon and the Foreign Plenipotentiarics at Yedo, and also 
withholds his sanction for paying any indemnity, The 
Japanese are organising another embassy to Europe, which is 
not likely (says the journal quoted) to meet with a welcome 
reception at any of the European Courts—more especially with 
France—from the manner the last treaty was ignored by the 
Tycoon and his Gorojio, Unless the recent treaty is signed by 
the Mikado, and all the engagements of the treaty fulfilled, the 
ambassadors are not likely to obtain very favourable credentials 
from the Foreigu Plenipotentiaries accredited to the Court 
of the ‘Tycoon to the various Courts of Europe. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has addressed a communication to 
Mr. Consul Winchester on “the subject of the sanitary and 
municipal arrangements imperatively demanded in the settle- 
ment,” accompanied by a “ note on the Municipal Government 
of Foreign Settlements in Japan.” This note, he says— 

“ May be of some utility in fixing your attention and that of your col- 
leagues on what seems to be the main points for consideration. The 
progress of the municipal institutions at Shanghai, from their ori ‘ou 
will see, has been traced with a view to draw such instruction as the his- 
tory, of a foreign seitlement in very analogous circumstances is calculated 
to afford, It would obviously be very idle to run the same course without pro- 
fiting by the experience of others ; ‘or to hegin de novo upon a basis already 
found to be defective. By avoiding on the contrary the errors, and begit 
ning where a sister colony now is, free from the greatest of all their complie 
cations, the intermingling of a native population,—a mistake from which 
this community has hitherto been happily preserved—it may fairly be 
hoped that the task will be easier, and final success more certain of atiain- 
ment. I would suggest that you should give the enclosed note as much 
publicity among those interested in the issue as you conveniently can ; 
and in concert with the Consuls of other Treaty Powers invite the 
Foreign Community to meet together, and ascertain if they can propose 
a scheme of municipal administration which shall meet the ‘ requirements 
of the place and be satisfactory to themselves. I can only say that the 
concluding paragraph of Sir Frederick Bruce's letter to the Committee, 
named by the Foreign Land Renters of Shanghai, exactly describes the 
object to be attained here ; and I shall be glad to the best of my power 
to assist you and them in securing so legitimate and desirable an end.” 

The Yokohama hounds had a splendid run after a dog fox on 
the 19th November. There is to be a meeting every Saturday 
during the season, on the Bluff adjoining the camp of the 67th 
Regiment. 

We observe in the Japan Herald an advertisement announcing 
the sale by auction of the effects of Sir Rutherford Alcock, in- 
cluding his “furniture, plate, small travelling library, valuable 
photographs, aud various works of art and vertu from the 
Great Exhibition of 1863.” Are we to gather from this that 
his Excellency will not return to Japan ? 


CHINA. 
CHEFOO. 

HLMS. Rattler arrived at Shanghai from Chefoo on the 3rd 
December. She brings no additional particulars 43 to the loss 
of the Racchorse. The latter is a total wreck, and now lies 
embedded in sand, stem on to tho shore, and so high up that at 
low water her upper deck is left dry, and_the space between her 
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and the shore can be easily traversed on foot. Her main and! 
fore masts were cut away, but her mizer-mast is still standing. 

It is said that she will be sold as she now lies, The Rater 

succeeded in saving all her guns, anchors, and cables, together 

with a large quantity of clothing and personal property. The 

latter is much damaged by salt water, and is almost useless, 

Up to the time of the Ratder’s departure, fifty-six bodies had 

been recovered and buried. The survivors have been brought 

down to Shanghai. 

SHANGHAI 

‘The London Mail of 10 Oct. had not arrived out, in conse- 

quence of the Salseite putting into Manila. The news by this 
, Mail from China is extremely meagre. 

The bodies of Licut. Farquhar, Dr. Fawcett, Mr. Crabbe, 
and thirteen men belonging to the Jacehorse, have been re- 
covered by the guo-boat Insolent, Comr. Boxer has received 
severe injuries in his arms through falling spars, &c. 

The steamer Dorrington was advertised for a trip to Soochow. 

Consequent on the long continued drought, thecity authorities 
at Soongkong have resorted to the usual mode of propitiating 
‘the pluvial dieties, viz—closing one of thegates. The absence 
of rain is serious, and unless we have a downfall on an carly 
occasion, the Yangtse will be so reduced in volume that ouly 
three of the usual Hankow liners will be ablu to run—viz., the 
Express, the Fusi-yama, and some other craft, tho name of 
which we are not certain about. 

A Consular meeting was held on the 29th November, to read 
@ proclamation issued by the Taotai as to the evil results of 
gambling. The assembled Consuls passed the following resolu- 
tion :— 

“That they concur with the Taotai as to the dangerous 
-character of the gaming houses, and the evils attendant on,their 
existence, and are of opinion, therefore, that they should be 
suppressed throughout the city, suburbs, aud the several 
divisions of tho foreign settlement. They also approve the 
“Taotai’s Proclamation, which they consider should be issued at 
once, and carried out immediately after a month’s notice, and 
they recommend that in the various divisions of the foreign 
ae vement it should be put in force with the aid of the foreign 
Police. 

“Resolved : That the chairman communicate this miuute to 
the two Municipal Councils.” 

A meeting of the Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society was 
held in the Reading-room of the Shanghai Library, on the 29th 
November last, with Sir Harry Parkes in the chair. The rou- 
tine business having been closed, the paper by J. M. Canny, 
Esq., on “The Amoy River and Island of Saghalien,” was read, 
‘Mr. Kusst, on the conclusion of tho statement, fully corrob- 
orated it, and the chairman, after a few appropriate remarks, 
proposed a vote of thanks for the pleasure afforded them. Dr. 
Lamprey then exhibited a quantity of Japanese books, and 
among them a dictionary and some works on botany. Mr. 
Hanbury produced some of the famed Magnesium wire, and the 
meeting came to a conclusion with several votes of thanks, 

CHIN-KEANG. 

On the 18th December an attack was made upon two 

English gentlemen (Messrs. Baldwin and Smith), who had 








started on a shooting excursion from this place. During the 
night Mr. Baldwin was awakened by a scuffling on deck, and 
rushing up with a loaded gun in his hand, he found that his 
crew were repelling a number of men, among whom were 
several Imperial soldiers. Mr. Baldwin was unable to fire his 
gan, it being wrested from him, and on his demand to be 
taken before the Mandarin, supposed to be in command, he 
was only beaten aud insulted the more, On tho dispersion of 
the assailants it was discovered that no lives had been sacri- 
iced in the fray. 
AMOY, 

A correspondent under date the 12th Dec. writes :— 

“You will have heard from various sources of the sudden 
near approach of the Taiping rebels to this port some few 
~weeks ago, On thenews reaching Amoy from Chang-chow-foo 
a large city distant 30 miles inland from this, and of which 
Amoy is the sea port), a serious panic seized the native 
Population, Fortunately for us two gunboats were here, which 
were tho means of allaying their fears to a certain extent, and 
preventing the low mob of natives (which this place is infested 
with, from setting fire to the town. Mr, Pedder, our Consul, 
deserves great praise for the manner in which he made certain 
resolutions for the safety of life and property in the event 
of any sudden attack on the part of the rebel, Im- 


perial troops have been sent from Foo-chow to assist in 
retaking the above city. Three or four attempts have 
thus been made, and every time the Imperialists 
bave been severely defeated; the last attack was 
made ten days ago, when they were driven to within ten miles of 
Amoy. The Imperial troops, of whom there are 20,000, do 
not intend molesting the rebels again until they receive more 
force. The Taepings are supposed to number 15,000 men. 

« For tho protection of forcign residents there are at present 
at anchor in harbour the following vesscls of war :—H.MS. 
Pelorns, Captain Kingston; H. gunboats Flamer, Cock- 
chafer, and Janus ; also H.I. Majesty's schooner Vindex, Captain 
B. Caw ; she formerly belonged to Messrs. Dent and Co., and if 
called upon would do good service, as she is a beautiful craft, 
armed to the teeth, and commanded by a very able officer. It 
is quite necessary to have all these vessels, shou!dthe rebelscome, 
as it is fully expected’ they will, as they have so many places to 
attack from, Should they leave, it would be a great inducement 
for them to pay usa visit. We all, however, have great con- 
fidence in Captain Kingston's ability in protecting us; already 
he has done much good for the port and its residents. 
H.M.S. Tartar arrived here from Japan on the 10th. She 
merely called in to see how the state of affairs was, being on 
her way to England; she left this morning, and cails at Hong 
Kong. 

“ Business, ever since the first report reached us of the rebels 
being near, has been entirely stopped, and even now but very 
little is doing. Small purchases of tes are made, though there 
is very little more left to buy. The British barque Ariadne, 
from Shanghai bound to Liverpool, put in here on the 26th 
November, with the captain sick, and left again on the 29th, 
captain going on in her, he being better. The British barque 
Faicon, Captain Packer, left for New York, calling at St. 
Thomas's, West Indies, for orders, on the 4th inst. with 490,000 
Ibs. Oolong tea. The Danish brig Theodore and Jwlie left for 
same destination on the $th Dec., with 169,700 Ibs. Oolong tea. 

“There are no vessels loading either for England or America.” 


HONG KONG. 

The overdue English mail of Octover 10 arrived out per Sal- 
settle on December 3, having put into Manila short of coals. 
The French mail of October 17 arrived on December 9, and 
the English mail of October 26 on the 10th. 

The telegraphic communication between the town and 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.’s had been opened. 

‘Ibe tutelary saint of Scotland was duly honoured in this 
colony by a public dinner in the new club on the evening of 
the 2nd ,Dec. About sixty “brither Scots” sat down, and 
one or two English guests were also present. The chair was 
occupied by the Hon. W. T. Mercer, Colonial Secretary ; aud 
amongst those present were a goodly number of the most active 
public men of this colony. The arrangements for the occasion 
included some appropriate reminders of the national object 
which had brought the company together. Immediately be- 
hind the chairman was a full-length portrait of the venerable 
Saint Andrew, which, partially lighted up from bebind, pre- 
sented  tolerably conspicuous and romantic appearauce. In 
front of the chairman, again, was placed a large vase, filled with 
thistles, the sturdy national flower—a unique and unexpected 
bouquet for such an isolated part of the world. 

A subscription is being raised for the widows, orphans, and 
others dependent on those who perished in the ill-fated Aacchorse, 
The mere mention of such an endeavour is, we are certain, 
quite enough to call forth a hearty response from this com- 
munity; aud a single word in its favour would besimple waste. 
One thing, however, ought to bo noticed ; and that is, that 
the fact of tho idea being taken up by brother officers and men 
on the station does both credit to themselves and to the service 
to which they belong. 

On the introduction of gas we find the following :— 

We have much pleasure in congratulating the Hong Kong 
Gas Company on the success they have attained in illuminat- 
ing the city of Victoria, as well as on the most remarkable 
speed with which the work has been performed. Mr. R, 
Witty, the company’s engineer and manager, is entitled to 
have his services honourably mentioned in connection with 
this affair. No practical man of the smallest experience 
in Hong Kong is ignorant of the provoking difficulties that 
sttond the carrying out of any public work ; and the attempt 
to do eo by an entire stranger is, as we all know, surrounded 
with troubles on every side. Of Mr. Witty it may be said 
that “alone he did it.” In saying so, wo have no wish to 
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etract from the credit due to those under his direction. They 
have evidently done their work well; and they have certainly 
done it most promptly. The gas is now in full working order 
in thefoffice of this paper ; and a purer fluid could not, we are 
gure, be produced in England. 

Major Brine, R.E., Colonel Hong Kong Artillery Volunteers is 
under orders for home, He received directions from the 
Horse Guards to proceed to England without loss of time, the 
same day he was struck down with small por; we are glad 
however to state that the crisis has passed, and the gallant 
major is on the high‘road to recovery. His successor, we hear, 
on his passage to this place has had a sun-stroke, and is de- 
tained in consequence at some of the ports. 

The Evening Mail gives the following items:—The Volun- 
teers have again claimed the greatest attention during the past 
week, The Prize Meeting on the Race-course lasted some four 
or five days, aud the shooting was, on the whole, good—in 
some cases particularly good ; and, moreover, involving keen 
and close competition. The meeting was closed by the presen- 
tation of prizes in the Public Gardens, which ceremouy was 
performed by Lady Robinson on Tuesday evening, before a 
pretty numerous company of spectators and tbe paraded 
volunteers. The pretty cups, the crimson covering on the 
terrace steps, the band, and the pleasant scene of the occasion, 
made it a lively and pleasing little display. ‘The scores made by 
the best shots, and the winners of the various prizes, will be 
found detailed in another column. Robberies are still rife, and 
one appears this week, on a lady, fortunately unsuccessful ; it 
is to be hoped, however, that this case was of alocal character, 
instigated by a discharged coolie, Things cannot go on long 
at the eame rate as now, and the burglars must be fully met 
some day. ‘The great event in our municipal affairs last 
week was the partial lighting up of the city with gas. This 
may have some effect on the burglars’ movements. With 
theatricals and other amusements, we are likely to be well sup- 
plicd during the Christmas week. 


COCHIN-CHINA, 
gaIGON. 

The Courier de Saigon notifies that on the last voyage of the 
Allom Prak from Saigon to Bangkok, she found a rock not 
marked on the charts, situated in latitude 12 deg. 25min. 30 sec. 
North, and longitude 90 deg. 19 min. East from the meridian 
of Paris. The buoys which were situated on the Donnai, 
twenty miles south of Saigon, have been raised, and replaced 
by beacons on the bank of the river, in o manner so as to 
indicate the course to avoid the bank, on which vessels may 
touch at low water. One buoy still remaius on the centro of 
the bank. 

On the 1st October the receipts of the taxation for 1864 ex- 
ceeded three millions (of francs), including the value of the rice 
paid as tribute. The receipts exceed the expenses by upwards 
of a million. ‘I'he expenditure included in the budget for 1865, 
which is about to be published, exceed four millions, without 
including the value of requisitions and corvees which it has 
not been possible as yet entirely to suppress, 

About 500 kilometres of roads have been constructed or 
repaired. The most part of these roads are permanent and 
well frequented. More than 500 Cambodian carts carrying 
cotton, tcbacco, and other produce, have passed Tay-ninh and 
have embarked their loads at Trambang for Cholen. 

Eighteen primary schools for teaching the European cha- 
racters have been opened at the pressing desire of the popula- 
tion ; a thousand natives already spell the French alphabet, 
and there are numerous applications for the opening of new 
schools, Conversions are numerous, now that the natives ap- 
preciate the greatness and the excellence of Christian morality. 

The new King of Cambodia has paid a visit to Saigon. He 
arrived on the 25th October in a French gunboat, and left on 
the 27th. He visited all the different establishments and 
made numerous inquiries regarding what he saw, and especially 
as to objects which he thought might be useful in his own 
country. He was particularly impressed by the Imperial 
printing-office and the electric telegraph, He had his portrait 
taken by photography and made purchases in different shops, 
not forgetting some articles of fashion, destined no doubt to 
set of the beauty of the ladies of the Court of Houdon. The 
more immediate object of the King’s visit seems to have been 
to renew the assurances of his devotion to Franes, which hed 
become rather doubtful, if we may believe the Saigox Courier, 
as it asserts that the existeuce of a secret treaty between the 
King of Siam and the King of Cambodia had been discovered 








by accident, annulling the treaty with France, and transform- 
ing the kingdom of Cambodia into a Siamese province, 


SIAM. 
The British Consul attended at the Royal Palace at Bangkok 
on the 2nd December to present an autograph letter from 
Queen Victoria to his Siamese Majesty.

BATAVIA. 
Dates hence are to the 15th December. The mail from 
Europe of the 26th October arrived out on the 5th December. 
H. M. André Wiltens, Esq., Governor of the Moluccas, has 
been appointed Governor of Celebes and dependencies, Lieu- 
tenant Colcnel G. M. Verspyck, of the 11th battalion of In- 
fantry, has been appointed Commandant of Batavia. Major 
J. H. Donleben, of the 12th, has been promoted to the 
vacant lieutenant-colonelcy. Lieutenant - Colonel A, E. 
Waszklewiez, surgeon N.I, Army, has been made a colonel 
of the medical service.

The coffee and tca crops show a falling off of no less than 
620,945 pic, and 563,572 Amsterdam pounds respectively. 
The failure in the crop of the former article is to be attributed 
tothe heavy and continuous rain during 1863.

Showing a difference in the two first articles‘of 53,598 pic. and 
210,721 respectsvely. If we take the difference of the Govern- 
ment coffeo crop between 1863 and 1864 at an average rate of 
38}f. per picul, we find the Government a loser by 23,906,382. 
Add to this 130,000f—, the export duty on 53,598 piculs pri- 
vate coffce, at the same average valuation, which would other- 
wise have flowed into the Treasury, but which is now lost,—we 
get the enormous sum of twenty-four millions, thirty-six 
thousand, three hundred and eighty-two guilders, a dead loss to 
the Government in the matter of Java coffee alone, 

- The Chamber of Commerce had held a meeting which was 
attended by the members of the Vereeniging, to petition the 
Government in disapproval of the increased export duties on 
sugar and coffee, proposed in the draught of the new Customs 
tariff. The President of the Chamber moved that the mercan- 
tile community should join him in his intention. The Vereenig- 
ing immediately resolved that a committee be chosen to carry 
out the wishes of the Chamber of Commerce. 

At the Government sale of sugar and coffee held on the 
10th December 79,000 piculs sugar averaged fr.16.57 ; and 
25.000 do. coffce averaged fr.39,53. 

The three men and one woman belonging to tho Ga:elle, re- 
ported in one of our former issues, as having arrived in an open 
boat at Bonthain, are now in custody at Batavia, Thero is @ 
strong suspicion against these people ; and, if report speaks 
true, one of them, the serang, has already partially confessed 
that there has been another of those scenes of piracy and foul 
murder, now becoming so frequent in these seas, and which 
make the blood boil to think of. 

The Portuguese transport Martinho de Melho, with troops 
from Macao for Lisbon, put in on the 11th November, for 
fresh provisions, and would proceed on her voyage in a fow 
days, The Belgian ship Leopold, from China to Havenab, with 
400 Chinese coolies on board, has put in here for water. The 
British barque Douglas, from Melbvuarne, brought a cargo of 
horses, cows, and dogs- »fithout exception, the finest lot ever 
seen imported inty Batavia, The Meckleuburg ship Muy Queem, 
from Cardiff, having sprung a leak on her voyage, would pro- 
eed to Sourabaya to repair, 
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His Netherlands Majesty's steamship Medusa arrived from 
Japan on the 15th November. The Java Bode says that it is 
intended to give the officers of this vessel a public ovation. 

‘We have just been told (says the Java Times) (one of the 
most horrible stories we have heard for several years past. It 
seems that whilst a party of gentlemen were on an excursion 
in the neighbourhood of Meester Cornelis, a couple of weeks 
‘ago, they lost their way in the woods there, and in their endea- 
vours to extricate themselves from this dilemma, they were 
attracted to a certain part of the forest by the cries of a human 
being. Hastening to the spot, they were horrorstruck with the 
sight before them. .A native woman, almost nude, and dimin- 
ished to a skeleton, in all tho agonies of insanity, and chained 
to the ground by an iron chain fastened round her ankles, 
was the spectre that met their eyes. As soon as they could 
get out of the forest, they gave information to the police, who 
proceeded to-the place indicated, and released the poor creature. 
‘An inquiry was immediately instituted, and after much trouble 
it was discovered that the poor woman, who formerly possessed 
a great deal of property, had beenserved in this manner by 
her husband and brother, and had been three years in that 
situation, during which timo her scanty meals were brought her 
regularly by her inhuman husband, who had built a small bam- 
boo shed for his victim. Fifteen persons, who are said to be 
implicated in this barbarous act, are in custody, 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 

Our dates are to the 22nd December. The London mail 
of the 10th November, by the P. and O, Company’s steamer 
Carnatic, arrived out on the 14th December. The Messa- 
geries mail, with London dates to the 17th November, had 
not made her appearance. Tho Messageries steamer Alphee 
arrived on the 11th December from Saigon, disabled, having 
broken her screw-shaft shortly after starting from Saigon to 
Hong Kovg. The Alghee left Singapore on the 23rd No- 
vember with the Marseilles mail of the 19th October. She 
reached Saigon safely on the 27th, and started for Hong Kong 
again on the 28th, one day after which her screw-shaft gave 
way, and she had to return to Cape St. James under canvas. 
There being no facilities at Saigon for repairing the damage, 
she had to come down to Singapore. Her mails and passen- 
gers were sent on from Saigon by the French Government 
transport Sarthe on the 4th December. 

The British steamer Ain Lin, Captain Bramwell, from Cardiff, 
the 30th June, arrived on the 14th December. The Australian 
Messenger, from Melbourne, the 1st November, arrived on tho 
19th December, having spoke the Peruvian barque Alberto in 
the Straits of Banka, from Rio de Janerio, having put in there 
dismasted ; out 90 days, bound to Singapore, and wished to be 
reported. Thostcamer Zndore arrived on the 21st December, 
Shortly after leaving Hong Koug some derangement occurred to 
her screw, which would not revolve, though the shaft continued 
to go round. She will have to be docked to ascertain the pre- 
cise injury, and to repair. 

The election of a Municipal Commissioner, to sit for three 
years in -place of | the retiring member, ended in the 
return of Mr. Vaughan, the police magistrate, at the head of 
the poll. Considerable disapprobation with this result is 
expressed by the European section of the community; first, 
Because Mr. Vaughan is a Government official, and his presence 
at the board gives a majority there to the Government ; 
second, because during the mectings of the Council he 
must absent himself from his magisterial duties; and 
thirdly, because as a commissioner he will be unable to try any 
of the many cases in which the commissioners are prosecutors, 
Mr. Vaughan will, we believe, be required by Government to get 
another mugistrate to act for him in the two last contingencies ; 
but it seems doubtful whether this will get over the difficulty ; 
for,as the commissioners receive all the fines levicd at the 
Police Court, it will be impossible for Mr. Vaughan while he is 
acommissioner, bya well known principle of law and justice, 
toaward any punishment in the nature of a fine. 

All attempts to get the Hyduspe off proved fruitless, so 
that she was abandoned, aud the wreck sold in Singapore 
for some 2,000 dols, The vessel has since been stripped 
of all that was valuable within reach, and the purchasers 
of the wreck will probably realise a fair profit on their 
venture. The wreck lies on the reef with her stem sticking 
up at an angle of about 35 deg., and the sca at low water 
up to her main mast. We believe (says the Straits Times) 
‘the vessel was altogether uninsured, |

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA IMPORTS. 

Corrow Yarv.—Remains without the slightest inquiry being mani~ 
fested on the part of the native dealers, and the only transaction reported 
is the sale of 10 bales of 16 to 24 taken for re-export to Japan at £70 per 
picul. Grey Shirtings: The business transacted in this description of 
manufactures during the past fortnight is confined to the purchase on 
foreign account of 5,000 pieces, and about 1,000 pieces purchased by 
native dealers. The sales by auction amount to 130 pieces. White 
Shirtings: Sales of 430 pieces are reported since the beginning 
of the month, and in Canton 750 pieces have changed hands. T- Cloths : 
Remain quite uninquired for, and not a single transaction has taken place 
since the departure of last mail steamer, if we except 225 pieces of dam= 
aged cloth sold by public auction. American Drills: There are not any 
of these goods on the market. White Spotted Shirtings, Dyed do., 
Brocades, White and Coloured: The sales of these goods are confined 
entirely to dyed Brocades, transactions in which are put at 1,750 pieces 
during the past fortnight. Damasks: ‘There are not any sales reported. 
Handkerchiefs: A moderate amount of business has been transacted in. 
these manufactures since the beginning of the month, and the sales which 
have taken place are estimated at 3,500 dozens. 

WooLLeNs.— Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths: There have not been any sales of these manufactures reported 
since the departure of the last mail steamer, and quotations remain un- 
changed. Long Elis: Are quoted slightly lower than under date of last 
report, and sales of the past forinight are put at 1,800 pieces, consisting 
principally of Scarlet, which have been moved off at 28.30 per piece. 
Camlets: 240 pieces of these goods have found purchasers. Lastings : 
‘The sales of the past fortnight amount to 520 pieces. Blankets: Have 
again met with a moderate inquiry and 400 pairs have changed hands. 

Meraxs.—lron, Fat, &. : The value of the various qualities of Iron 
imported continues to be well maintained, although the transactions of the 
fortnight in this Colony are contined to purchases of Nail Rod, which has 
been taken to the extent cf 3,400 piculs. In Canton sales 2,500 piculs 
have taken place.

The holders are desirous to sell, 
but they will be heavy losers, and demand far more than their teas will 
fetch in London. In Cantons Congou trifling settlements have been 
made at previous rates. Scented ‘Teas aro rather in better requests 
Canton Greens are in fall supply and tend down, About 3,000 half 
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chests of Country Green have arrived but have excited littie or no atten- 
tion, The following are the settlements of the fortnight :—Canton 
Congou, 500 boxes at 21 to 32 taels; Scented Orange Pekoe, 3,000 
boxes, at 22 to 30 taels; Scented Caper, 6,000 boxes, ut 12) to 30 tacls. 
Canton Greens, 3,000 boxes Gunpowder at 16 to 23 taels, and 1,000 
boxes Imperials at 17 to 24 taels. The stock is as follows :—Countay 
Congous, 22 chops; Refined aud Canton do., 3,000 bf. ch. Souchong, 
Pouchong, and Oolong, 4,000 hf. ch. ; Scented Orange Pekoes, 5.000 
boxes; Scented Caper, 15,000 boxes; Canton Green, 80,000 boxes;

Oonams, Tis. 18 to 22; Huhows, Tis, 16 to Green: One large 
chop of Moyune Country Tea belonging to a foreign firm, containing over 
1,700 packages, has been settled at Tis. 35, but natives will not accept 
similar rates, so the market cannot be reported as fairly opened. Stocks 
both here and at Kiukiang are steadily increasing.

Foo-cuow-Foo.—During the forinight there has been a quiet market 
for Congou, the demand being moderate at former quotations. The tea- 
‘men, encouraged by the reduced stock, are firm holders. The bulk of the 
aettlementsare for Australia. Fine qualities are very scarce, and have been 
taken at very irregular rates, Qolongs sell freely for shipment to New 
York, and tend up. In o'er kinds there is no alteration to notice. 

Amoy.—Owing to the disturbed state of the neighbourhood, supplies 
have been very scanty. Oolongs have continued in fair inquiry for New 
York, but are too firmly held to admit of much business being done—be- 
sides, the stock is very small. ‘Ihe market has been swept of Congou by 
the settlement noted below. In other sorts there have been no trans- 
actions. 

Kivxtanc.—Green Teas: No transactions had taken place, and tea- 
men were steadily holding their stocks, which had reached (19,300 
packages. Very few buyers were in the market, but offers had been 
advanced to taels 32 to 34 for fair 10 good Moyunes and refused.

RAW COTTON. 

The demand continued languid for some days subsequent to last report, 
and prices receded one or two dollars. On receipt of advices by the 
26th October mail, with telegrams to the 2nd November, communicating 
au advance in cotton at Liverpool, the Chinese commenced purchasing, 
and sales were reported of new Shanghai at $22 to 244, and of Ninj 
at $244 to 264, at which rates about 4,500 bags have been placed.

As the discussions on the budget are terminated, and the 
second Chamber of the States-General has not yet reassembled, 
an unusual calmness hes succeeded the more interesiing events 
which we have witnessed of late in the political world. This 
quiet is only broken occasionally by some remarks of the one 
or other “oud gast,” which are brought forward to keep up 
the colonial agitation. The Dagblad has occupied itself in com- 
menting on the late discussions, and has not refrained from 
odious and sometimes insulting remarks respecting Liberal 
members, 

Though quiet reigns at the Hague, the contrary is the case in 
the capital. In Amsterdam the Canal Company is still the 
topic of the day, and on every tongue. Last week a very up- 
roarious meeting took place, which, however, elicited no infor 
mation beyond that furnished by previous soi-disant communi- 
cations of the directors. The fact of the Board having broken 
off their contact with the original contractors, has caused 
many subscribers to refuse payment of the first instalment of 
ten percent. It is supposed M. H. R. Baron van Hoevell, 
will be nominated as Government Director, and he has declared 
himself to have taken shares to a considerable amount. 
This assertion will, without doubt, be received in India with as 
much surprise as it was here. He returned as a poor Reve- 
rend from the Indies, became M.P. with an income of 2,000f. 
per annum, and has now been some months Member of the 
Council of State. 

The sensation caused by the article inserted in the Gids, 
by Mr. Busken Huet, about which I spoke in my last, is still 
increasing.

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HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Jan. 23. 

In consequence of the war with Denmark, the trade of this 
port suffered considerably last year, though the Elbe was not offi- 
gially blockaded, nor were hostilities actually declared between 
the German Confederation (as such) and Denmark, notwith- 
standing which a good many vessels with their cargocs, be- 
longing to Hamburg, Oldenburg, Uanover, and other States of 
Northern Germany, were captured, and conveyed for adjudica- 
tion to Copenhagen, which naturally frightened away a good 
deal of trade that would otherwise have come to this port. ‘The 
falling offin the number of vessels was more than 500, being a loss 
of about 10 per cent., for the shipping returns show that only 
6,012 arrived from foreign parts against 5,543 in 1863. The 
tonnage returns are more favourable, the falling off being only 
45,921 tons, or about 3 per cent. less, which shows that the 
smaller class of vessels were more affected by the war 
than the larger, the tonnage for last year being 
1,397,727 tons against 1,443,648 in 1863, With regard to 
the trade with the Far East, the difference in the number of 
vessels that arrived here with cargo is comparatively trifling, 
the number being 27 (against 33 in 1863 and 44 in 1862), of 
which seven came from China, two from the Philippine Islands, 
one from Netherlands India, oue from Singapore and Baly 
Badong, fifieen from Siam and British East Indies, aud one 
from the Sandwich and Navigators’ Islands. 

From Berlin we bear that the Emperor of China has insti- 
tuted on Order of Military Merit in commemoration of the 
Suppression of the rebellion and the victory of his troops over 
the Taipings. A specimen of this new Order has been received 
at Berlin from the Prussian Ambassador in China. It consists 
of a gold medal about the size of a five-shilling piece, and is 
worn suspended by a yellow ribbon and two clasps. Col. 
Gordop, who commanded the European troops of the Emperor 
during the late war, has been entrusted with the distribution 
of the new Order. 

Tho Commercium, or Chamber of Commerce, of this city 
celebrated on the 19th inst. the two-hundredth anniversary of 
its existence, on which occasion the exterior and interior of the 
Exchange were gaily decorated with tho flags of all nations, 
amongst which appeared, for the first time, the Siamese flag, 
consisting of a white elephant in ared field, Siam being the 
latest country with whom commercial and diplomatie relations 
have becn opened, a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between tle two States having been recently negotiated, sigued, 
and ratified. 

‘The Piussian steam corvette Gu:vlle, that arrived at Brest on 
the 10th of December last on her return from Japan, was un- 
able to proceed to a Baltic port on account of the ice, and 
therefore put into Cherbourg, whero she is now undergoiug a

SIBERIA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT), 

The Government Gazette, published at Tobolsk in Siberia, 
brings the interesting piece of intelligence that, owing to the 
direct coramunication recently established between the river Obi 
and the uew port of Petchora, some British vessels had arrived 
at the latter with cargoes of merchandise, which they bartered 
with the natives for graphite Meleze wood, and other articles, 








with which they sailed for London. The official organ mentioned 
above recognises in this first arrival of foreign vessels at Petchora, 
not only an evident proof that the means of communication 
opened in the northern parts of Siberia are perfectly practicable, 
but greets it asa happy omen of the approaching development 
of foreign trade, and a significant mark of the satisfactory state 
of the internal commerce of that part of the Russian dominions, 

The St. Petersburg Gazette of the Academy contains the fol- 
lowing letter from Irkutzk :—“ According to intelligence 
received from the districts situated ‘beyond Lake Baikal, the 
Russian paddlewhcel steamer had ascended the river Sungoura, 
a tributary of the Amoor, as far as the Manshurian city of 
Guirino, the most distant city of the province, and the resi- 
dence of the Governor of the district. The Sungoura in its 
course south to north traverses nearly the whole of Mandschuria, 
and its banks were found to be pretty densely populated. The 
city of Guirine contains population of 100,000 souls, The 
authorities received the strangers with some suspicion, but the 
inhabitants of that and other cities that they passed flocked 
round the Russians, caring very little for the whips used rather 
freely by the local polico in order to disperse them. What 
most particularly excited the wonder and curiosity of the 
masses was the, to them, novel sight of the steamer sucoessfully 
breasting the current of the river by the aid of its side wheels. 
Such is the result of the first visit paid by the Russians to the 
country traversed by the Sungonra,a visit that had for the 
present a purely scientific object. It was discovered 
that the river is navigable and has deep water during 
its whole course up to its confluence with its tributary 
the Nani-Oula; but further up sandbanks and shallows were 
encountered. It is at present unknown if the Nani-Oula be 
navigable or not. ‘Thus the first step towards exploring the 
province of Mandschuria has been successfully accomplished, and 
the second will be much more easy ; for among tle Chinese a 
precedent is considered as a point of law. As the Russians 
have once been at Guirine they will experience no difficulty im 
going there again, and the nest trip will have a commercial 
object. The Chinese residing at Irkutzk, form three distinct 
companies or associations, and deal chiefly in tea and other 
commodities of Chinese produce and manufactures.” 

The Siberian Messenger states as a striking proof of the lively 
interest taken by the inhabitants of the Government of Yen- 
nessensk in the development of public education, that the subs 
scriptions towards the fund to be raised for building a high 
school at Krasuoyarsk amount already to more than 25,000 
silver roubles, It also mentions the formation of an association 
at Irkutzk for the increase of primary instruction, and that a 
fifth parochial school had just been opened at that capital. 

The cotton sent from Bokhara for sale at the fair of Nijni 
Nowgorod, not having found purchasers owing to the exorbi- 
tant prices demanded, has been forwarded to Moscow to be 
disposed of tiuere. 








THE ARMY PATRONAGE. 


In our number of the 10th inst. we noticed several impor- 
tant changes. These with others have been commented on by 
the Globe, which we may romind our readers is under Governe 
ment patronage :— 


Among the reforms in our military system, adopted some ten years ago, 
was arule providing that}Staf appointments should be held for five years 
only. The fulfilment of this rule happens this year to vacate mostof the prin= 
cipal military posts to which the senior officers of the army aspire. The list, 
indeed, includes the great majority of the good things open to the profess 
sion. ‘The command-in-chief in India, by far the most lucrative prize, 
and inferior to none in point of responsibility, becomes yacant ; also. the 
chief command in the Bombay Presidency, and not less than four or five 
of the divisional commands, which are as remunerative as Indian Judge- 
ships. At home we find a clearing out of the hvad-quarters Stall searcely 
less complete than that of a Ministry ejected from ollice by a vole of cen= 
sure, The rule has been held not to apply to the olliver sho may be com- 
manding-in-chief, and he, with his military secretary and personal Staff, 
remain untouched by it.’ But the Adjutant-General and his deputy retire, 
so do the Quartermaster-General and bis deputy, together with other 
officials of minor station, ‘The Quartermaster- General has been nearly 
double his allotted time in office, for some reason we know not of; and 
one of the deputy Adjutant-Generals has held his place for about eight 
years, also upon inexplicable grounds. But it is announced that the 
former is at last to leave, and though not announced it must be in reason. 
and justice assumed that the latter will also make way fur a successor—if, 
indeed, it should turn out that there is any occasion for continuing the place 
at all. The Inspector-General of Cavalry retires, The commands of the 
Northern, Western, and South-western districts all fall vacant. The Al- 
der-hott command and all the infantry brigades in that camp of instruction 
are also vacated. In Ireland the command of the troops, the Dublin and 
Cork districts, with one or two other Staff appointments, have to be filled 
up. In the colonies, the chief command ia Canada, the military post of 
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“Governor of Gibraltar, and the command in Ceylon, will be transferred 
other bands. 
© oho is scarely an appointment abroad which may prove of greater 
sconsequence than the Canada command ; and the officer who is to fill it, 
‘Sir John Michel, has earned the thorough respect and confidence of the 
army by the manner in which he has discharged responsible duties under 
trying circumstances, at the Cape, in India, and in Chinn successively. 
To the chief India command it is understood that Sir William Mansfield 
succeeds. He is a politician as well as a soldier, and has sought to school 
himself in statesmanship as well as in more purely military duties. That 
he unaccountably violated the law in the case of the Mhow Court-martit 
is unfortunately a matter of record. But as onthat occasion his general 
high reputation saved him from official censure, 80 it would be unfortu- 
snate now if the recollection of this one error were to deprive him of an 
advancement to a post for which he possestes rare fitness. A gallant and 
yery able soldier of the old Indian army, Sir Robert Napier, is understood 
to be designated for the Bombay command, while it is believed that Sir 
Hugh Rose, who is on the eve of retirement from the highest military post 
in India, in which he has left many enduring monuments of his wistom 
‘and vigour, will take the command of the troops in Ireland. Lord Wil- 
Tiam Paulet, whose administrative capacity is said to have been well proved 
-during the Crimean war, and who was before known as an excellent regi- 
Mental officer, will now have an opportunity of exhibiting these good 
ualities in the important post of Adjutant-General ; while another 
Lvourite general, Sir Hope Grant, is likely to become Quartermaster- 
General, with Colonel Wetherall, one of the most accomplished officers 
i OF the other appointments we believe it can 
be said that they are all justified by the merits of the ients, and that 
they are of a character fo give every hope of a good administration of the 
respective departments during the period for which they are mado 





























LOSS OF THE “RACEHORSE.” ; 
(ARMY AND NAVY GAZETTE.) 
‘We are still without the full particulars attendant upon the wregk of the 
Racehorse ; and with that respect we would desire to feel for the memory 
“of the dead, we shall refrain from imputing blame to the master for the 
calamity which fell upon him and so many of his lamented 3! 
‘We will merely say that, if it should come out before the court-martial that 
he exhibited any want of intelligence and judgment, the fact will go to 
wwe that we have keen pursuing a wrong course in having confined the 
-eultivation of navigation, pilotage, and seamanship to one class of officers. 
It is argued by persons of an old-fashioned turn of mind that no ship 
should be allowed to proceed to sea without having a master on board. 
‘We will not stop here to criticise the anomaly which these gentlemen thus 
‘perpetrate, farther than to remark that it is more strange they should deny 
to so valuable a character the right to aspire to increased pay and to 
amore elevated rank. This isa contradiction which must necessarily iatime 
work its own cure. We are, however, desirous of pointing out that further 
delay in carrying out the recommendations of a committee appointed by 
“the present Board of Admiralty is working to an injurious extent upon the 
personnel and matériel of our Navy. The most eminent and intellectual 
‘officers have openly expressed their opinions to the effect that it would be 
conducive to the best interests of the Navy to make an alteration, and 
that the time has now arrived when it is no longer desirable that such a 
‘rank as master should be continued. After an observation of many years, 
they have arrived at the conclusion that the institution of Master actsasa 
clog upon the intelligence and energies of the younger race of officers. 
‘They argue that, if an improved pay were granted to the last named, and 
ater chances than now exist of advancement in their profession were 
eld out to them, there would beno want of candidates to aspire to the 
honour of being recognised as navigating commanders and lieutenants, and 
that the new class would be infinitely superior to the old, from the simple 
~¢ircumstance that the door of hope would not be closed upon them. Man 
without hope is at all times but a miserable creature, and it is indeed a 
‘matter for wonder that the masters are so zealous and trustworthy as they 
estionably are at present. It is toomuch to expect of frail human 
nature that a desire to please should always. in the face of heavy dis- 
-eouragements, exist in the breast of man. The chief difficulty which, 
as we have ona previous occasion stated, stands in the way of the Duke 
of Somerset and his colleagues in carrying out a useful reform, is the 
manner in which the staff-commanders and masters now on the Wavy List 
are tobe disposed of. We have yet to learn that there is any valid 
reason why the staff-commanders and masters who may be unfit for active 
duty, or who may have earned an honourable retirement, should not be 
removed to a separate list, with increased rank and ‘a proportionate 
emuneration. Those officers whom it may be desirable to retain might 
then be made commanders and lieutenants as the case might be, and con- 
‘tinue to perform the same scale of duties which now fall to their charge, 
and in the meantime other officers might have the opportunity of qualify- 
ing themselves to succeed, or in fact competing with them for possession 
of the prizes of the profession, A positive saving in point of money would 
be effected by the abolition from the Navy List of staff-commanders, 
masters, and second masters, as we certainly should not require a very 
large increase of commanders, lieutenants, and sub-lieutenants to under- 
take the vacant duties. ‘There are just now 408 commanders on the list, 
‘of whom only one-half can be employed. Some are in line-of-battle 
ships, frigates, contract steam-vessels, training ships, on the Coastguard, 
and one is governor of a naval prison, but still the doors of the Admiralty are 
besieged by thoxe who are compelled to be idle. _If the idea which we have 
thrown out be adopted, we shall be much disappointed if we do not have for 
the future a more efficient and a more contented body of naval officers than 
‘wwe have now to maintain, 
On this subject Captain Osborn writes 
(To THE EDITOR OF “ THE TIMES.”) 
‘Sir,—On behalf of an old friend and brother officer allow me, through 
ur columns, to beg the press to stay judgment on the unfortunate burn- 
ing of Her Majesty's ship Bombcy until a court-martial investigates the 
affair and awards praise or blame to the captain, officers, or crew. I am 
moved to do this in consequence of the very unusual course pursued in the 
case of the wreck of Her Majesty's ship Racehorse, near Chefoo, in which 
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it appears to me that upon a most lame report, coming not from the com- 
mander, for he was, Toelieve, too shattered-from a night of frightful 
‘exposure to be able to hold a pen, a sort of loose sentence of condemnation 
has been passed upon that officer's judgment, seamanship, and qualities as 
a navigator. Indeed, some of out Profesional papers bave been good 
enough to bewail the decadence of naval seamanship, founding their 
alarm upon the wreck in question. 

If it was more generally understood by the public how terrible the loss 
of his ship, whether by battle, fire, or wreck, it counted by the captain 
of a man-of-war, am sure there would be more forebearance 
shown. It is the first thing instilled into us to remember that we 
are intrusted with an emblem of England's sovereignty, tbat it is to 
be used for her honour and glory, not to be surrendered to her enemies, 
and, under peril of all an officer can hold dear, not to be wantonly risked. 
or injured. 

Faney, then, what it must be to be condemned unheard by one’s country- 
men when such a sorrow as the loss of his ship falls upon a wretched com- 
mander. For my part { only wonder we have had so few wrecks on that 
dangerous coast vP China, where a8 yet there is not a single lighthouse, 
and hardly a beacon; and the burning of the Bombay can be no matter 
of astonishment to officers who are aware that in the present day every ship 
is using in cabins, messroom, &c., those dangerous oils extracted from 
petroleum. The burning of the Spanish flagship in Peru ought to have 
been a caution to us.—Believe me, Sir, yours truly,

THE NOMADIC TRIBES OF THE ANGARA IN SIBERIA. 


At a late sitting of the Imperial Geographical Society at St. Petersburg, 
an interesting paper by Lieut. Orloff was read on “The Wandering Tribes 
of the Angara.” A large part of the valuable furs brought to the Russian 
markets are derived from ni tribes inhabiting the extensive districts of 
the Angara, the Tunguska, and their tributaries, but without any fixed 
residence, and spreading over the mountains and plains, according to the 
season of the year. They are generally known in Siberia by the name of 
the Nomadic Tungoose, and maintain themselves by the produce of the 
chase and the fishery, bartering their furs for clothes, tobacco, brandy, 
powder and shot, with the Russians, who carry on the trade with them at 
‘stated periods and at fixed places. Without any idea of the advantages 
of civilised or even social life, they have formed a system of their own as 
regards religion, law, and the computation of time. Thus they divide 
our solar year into two lunar ones, the summer and the winter year, each 
containing six moons, with the additional one thrown in to the one or the 
other as it may happen. Their summer year corresponds to our months 
from March to August inclusive, and the winter year containt the other 
six months. These crude notions suffice to render them sutticiently exact 
in the payment of the Jassak or annual tribute they have to contribute to 
the Russian Government for the right of fishing and shooting, and for 
their annual barter of produce for the few articles they require for their 
existence. In the first month of their summer year (March) the surface 
of the snow is still sufficiently hard to permit them to traverse it securely 
with their long snow shoes, whilst the feet of the wild animals sink deep 
into it. This period is therefore favourable for the chase of the deer, 
the musk, the wild goat, and the elk. Their second month (April) melts 
the icy coverings of the rivers, and permits them occupying themselves 
with the fishery, which in all the rivers of Siberia is very abundant, and 
supplies them not only with their daily food, but enables them to lay by 
large stores forthe winter, drying the fish in the sun an! burying them in 
edches known only to themselves. ‘The third month ( May) is devoted to 
another description of chase. In the preceding autumn they have taken 
care to burn extensive tracts covered with good grazing grass in certain 
valleys within the limits of their wanderings, where as soon as the snow 
begins to melt the grass sprouts up with great luxuriance, which attracts 
the beasts of the forest, who come there at night to feed, and fall an easy 
prey to the hunters concealed behind rocks and trees. Their fourth 
month (June) is exclusively passed in the chase of the deer, whose skins 
at that period are covered with a short thick wool, much in request by the 
Chinese, and which fetch such bigh prea that these tribes could afford, if 
they chose, to remain idle for several months. 

Tn the fifth month they employ themselves partly with fishing and partly 
in the chase of the elk, as these animals come down at night to the rivers 
and lakes to feed on a certain water-plant, of which they are very fond, 
and whilst half immersed in the water become an casy prey to the 
spears and guns of the hunters. In the last month of the summer year 
(August), they turn their attention to the birds that frequent those inhos- 
pitable wilds, where innumerable flocks of wild swans, geese, ducks, and 
other aquatic birds come to the lonely banks of the lakes and rivers to 
build their nests, lay their eggs, and brood. In the dead of the night 
they glide noitelesely in their litle fragile canoes amongst the reeds on the 
margin of the lakes, and spear the old birds, whilst they secure without 
difficulty the young ones and the eggs, This not only furnishes them 
with immediate food, but supplies a valuable stock of feathers and down, 
which they sell to the traders. 

In the first month of their winter year (September) the Tungooses repair 
to the wooded valleys, where they know they are sure to find plenty of 
game, such as deer of different sorts, accompanied by their young ones. 
The end of the month is again devoted to fishing, when they complete 
their stores for the winter, which being accomplished they plunge into the 
depth of the forests and spend the two following months in the chase of 
the sable, fox, bear, lynx, martin, squirrel, and glutton, which furnish @ 
valuable supply of furs. At the beginning of their fourth month (Decem~ 
ber) these wild nomadic tribes repair to the places agreed on, to pay their 
annual tribute to the officers of Government, and sell the produce of their 
chase. This tribute is levied on all the males of the Tungooses between 
the ages of 18 and 30 years, and amounts to about two silver roubles per 
head, which they pay pretty regularly, and mostly in furs of different sorts. 
They afterwards return to their native wilderncss, and pass their time in 
hunting, till the returning spring calls them to commence again their usual 
annual round of active employment. The whole number of those subject 
to the payment ef the tribute amounts to about 1,250, from which we may 




















infer that their total number is not more than 4,000 or 5,000 souls. 
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OVERTRADING IN TEA AND SILK, 

” Ovr readers in China will have gathered from our last issue, 
in the ample commercial statistics laid before them, that the 
trade in tea and silk during 1864 has been as unsatisfactory 
to importers and exporters as that of the previous year, and 
even in some features presents 4 more unprofitable result to all 
foreigners, especially Englishmen, connected with these formerly 
lucrative branches of commerce. The careful and substantial 
merchant, in comparing the healthy and profitable returns of 
former years with the past two seasons in the staple commodity 
of tea, when the imports to England wero not more than half 
what the last returns present, turns with dismay to the 
increase of prices in China, which entail such enormous losses 
on tho legitimate trader, that if continued for another year 
commercial ruin must follow. Although it is difficult to arrive 
ata correct calculation of the actual loss sustained 
on the tea trade of the past two years, yet from inquiries in 
reliable quarters we have made an approximate estimate that 
will show our renders in China the gigantic losses sustained by 
overtrading. During the season of 1863-64 this was not less 
than £1,450,000, and the present season will not close without 
a deficit on the profit and loss account of upwards of ons million 
aerling. Taking the value of the imports into the United 
Kingdom in round numbers at ten and a half millions sterling, 
here is a dead loss of fifteen per cent. in the former season and 
ten per cent. during the latter. This state of things cannot go 
on, or bankruptcy must soon follow the reckless traders who 
have brought the China trade to such a pass, It behoves, 
therefore, every one interested in that trade—bankers, 
merchants, tea-inspectors—to “put their shoulders to the 
wheel” during the ensuing season, to restore this branch 
{in which the public, from the peer tothe peasant, are con- 
sumers), once more to its position on the credit folio of 
the Ledger. As far as our humble labours in this field can be 
serviceable we cheerfully give it our most serious attention, 
and shall endeavour from time to time to lay the result of our 
experiences before our readers pro bono publica. 

In an article which appeared recently in these columns 
entitled ‘No Mors Bayks For Carna,” we touched upon 
the monetary question of overtrading, and pointed out the 
injurious effects caused by the facilities afforded to inex- 
perienced and speculative traders by some of the Banks 
in purchasing teas at exorbitant prices for the sake of 
rivalling old established firms—which we Lave reason to 
believe has been appreciated, and had a wholesome effect 
in the quarters intended, on this side. We shall now 
deal with the commercial phases of this important topic, and 
remonstrate with overtraders in China in more emphatic terms. 
If these sanguine but injudicious merchants have carefully 
astudied—as they ought to do—the annual reviews of the tea 
market in London, they will perceive at a glance that while 
they were recklessly paying the greatly advanced prices asked by 
the more astute native teamen, the consignees could not realize, 
even by forced sales, within ten or twenty per cent. of what 
they paid for the same teas in China, From this it may be 
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concluded that whatever prices be paid there, whether high or 
low, they do not rule the quotations in Mincing Lane. It is 
the duty therefore of the buyer in China to be firm in refusing 
to give more for certain qualities of teas-than will leave a mar- 
ginal profit on the home quotations. If he supposes that when 
he pays a large price at the place of production a corresponding 
inerease will be obtained in the market for consumption, he is 
utterly mistaken, as the monthly circulars from London issued 
by the brokers plainly show. Moreover, while the buyer is 
foolishly taking all the teas of the season which the cunning 
Chinese know how to bring forward, here is the consignee in 
London selling in vain hy auction “ without reserve,” to clear 
off the heavy stocks on hand, which at the close of the year 
accumulated to 96,000,000lbs., or ten months supply for an 
increasing consumption. Under these circumstances, it is sheer 
folly to continue heaping up unsaleable stock in bonded ware- 
houses, where the charges will in time approach the cost of 
the article, especially as it is the new teas that are most eagerly 
bought by the dealers, leaving the old stock to be every day 
more and more unsaleable. In the judgment of the most ex- 
perienced merchants in the home trade, the fact that quantity 
is the chief evil to contend with in restoring a profitable 
equilibrium becomes more apparent ; whilst that remains, the 
trade must be ruinous. Hence importers must hold stock. 
They try to force it off by sale “without reserve”; but in so 
doing, they fail to induce the trade to purchase more than their 
actual wants. Do these facts not prove that quantity is the 
great, evil to contend with? Here isa simple illustration of the 
well known rule of political economy regulating supply and de- 
mand. Consumption goes on steadily, but does not im- 
erease as rapidly as people in China expect, who calculate 
upon an augmented re-export to the continents of 
Europe and America, To the former it is now well 
known that where the reduction of the duty in Russia, and 
other contingencies, would lead to increased orders on England, 
nothing worth noticing on that point has taken place ; and 
the Continent is not likely to take more than it has done—for 
two or three years at least—and it is just possible that it may 
take less. The exports to the United States during the past 
six months have been Nu, and are not likely to be resumed 
this year. It is clear, therefore, that the causes which have 
rendered the tea trade unprofitable, and it may be ruinous to 
many, is entirely attributable to the folly of those in Chins 
who have disregarded the advices from this side, and persevered. 
in overtrading, in the face of losses which in two years can 
scarcely be covered by the enormous deficit of two and a-half 
millions sterling. It must also be taken into considera- 
tion that Assam and other Indian teas are competing 
favourably with China teas. The quantity brought into this 
market increases rapidly, and so good is the quality that 
prices also advance steadily, while the profit to the importer is 
very large. These are all questions for the serious considera- 
tion of our readers in Chins, and we trust they will accept 
them as intended for their benefit. Why should they waste 
their health and strength in an inhospitable country and cli- 
mate to ruin credit as well as constitution, for the benefit of 
the Chinese only. 











SILK. 

We shall now revert to the trade in raw silk during 
the year 1864, as another source of loss to the importer in 
England and on the Continent ; arising in a great measure from 
injudicious transactions between buyers and native silkmen in 
China, wherein the latter reaped all the benefit, to the detri- 
ment of the foreign merchant. Certainly the losses on silk 
have not been so heavy in proportion to those on tea during 
the past two years, but they have been sufficiently so to render 
this branch of trade with China unprofitable to all engaged in 
it on this side. Indeed, it has been simply a calculation with 
the importer, not as formerly, how large a margin of profit he 
will have, but how small he {can average his losses for the 
year. This was especially the case for the first six months 
of the past year; and coming as it did upon the 
losses of previous years, the silk market was in a state of 
great depression up to the month of July, when a favourable 
turn took place, which gradually improved prices, so that by 
the close of the year silk was paying the importer a small 
profit. Now, as that improvement was chiefly caused by 
diminished imports, it is a practical illustration of the prin- 
ciple laid dowa in our remarks on tea, that quantity is the 
true cause of depression. Notwithstanding a diminished de- 
livery of China silk of 9,300 bales during the year—the de- 
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crease in import being 17,400—there was a margin of 8,100 
bales, to clear off tho heavy stocks on hand. This gave a fresh 
impetus to sales, and prices were slightly advanced, but not 
enough to furnish a fair profit on the high rates ruling on the 
other side. It is not possible that these can be maintained 
during the ensuing season, as we must reasonably look forward 
to a large increase in the next crop, secing that the silk- 
producing districts are happily free from the desolating 
presence of the Taiping rebels. As far as we can see, 
all the circumstances bearing on the production of this 
article point to a considerable reduction in prices. If 
such does not take place at the opening of the market in 
May or June we can assure our readers in China that 
the importers on this side most conversant with the trade 
consider that heavy losses will again accrue, and depression set 
in asin previous years. Buyers on the other side have the 
matter entirely in their own hands if they are firm in resisting 
the demands of the Chinese, and unite together for that purpose 
if necessary, rather than rush into competition for parcels of 
silk brought by driblets into thé market. In fixing prices at 
the opening of the season they maust not be guided by the quo- 
tations of sales on this side, as these must keep as high as at 
present, perhaps higher, until the crop in Europe is in the market, 
or at all events until it is known what that may be in quantity 
and quality. 

It must also be borne in mind that China silks do not rank 
now so high in the market for quality as they formerly did 
while Indian silk is improving in both quality and quantity, at 
prices which leave the importer a handsome profit. Perhaps 
this depreciation is only temporary, and caused by the hurried 
manner in which bales were made up during the disturbed 
state of the country. Be that as it may, the best class of 
Teatlee silk is no longer seen in the importations at a time 
when its quality was being more than ever appreciated, while 
Haineen sorts of the best staple are no longer sought after by 
consumers, even at very reduced prices. Hitherto China silks 
of every description were deemed of the finest class by the 
manufacturers, but now it is evident that they are verging 
towards a second rate scale, which will materially affect their 
value, Buyers in China should see to this, aud trace the causes 
of depreciation in quality, with a view to its improvement, 
in order that the best kinds may again assume their 
position at the top of the list. On this point silk 
inspectors in China would du well to study the quality 
of Japan silks, which, although hurriedly got up at 
times, are in high favour with manufacturers, and always com- 
mand first rate prices. Not only is this article preferred 
by the consumer, but the growers of silk on the Continent are 
importing largely the eggs of the Japanese silk-worm, to replace 
the seed of the European insect destroyed by the unknown 
malady which has prevailed during the past three or four years. 
Great efforts are being made in importing that and other exotic 
seeds to secure a good crop in Europe during the ensuing 
geason, which should again induce caution on the part of buyers 
in China, Ifthe yield approach anything like what existed 
previous to the spread of this disease, it will seriously 
‘affect the export of raw silk from England to the Continent, 
which has continued steady during the past year, as it did the one 
previous ; so that our manufacturers do not fear foreign competi- 
tion, which may not be the caso in the event of the new seed pro- 
ducinga crop. These drawbacks and probable contingencies 
that affect the profitable pursuit of the raw silk trade in China, 
if persevered in as heretofore, we have no doubt will have theit 
full weight with our readers in China who are interested in 
this important branch of native produce. There is ample time 
before the opening of the new season for them to come to some 
understanding as to their future operations. It is well known 
that the Chinese silkmen unite in their guilds to regulate the 
sale of the new crops. Why donot buyers and inspectors take 
@ leaf out of their book, and combine for the legitimate 
purpose of restoring the silk trade to a profitable and safe 
branch of commerce, to foreigners as well as natives, 


THE CHINA COOLIE. 

Tae foreign demand for Chinese coolies increases—a 
natural result of the appreciation by various countries of the 
value of their labour, We find the French Consul at Canton 
urging on the authorities the adoption of means for a better 
supply of coolies for the French colonies. Cuba will take any 
number that can be delivered. Our own West India islands 
also find them tho best importation. Paraguay, Brazil, and 
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the Argentine Confederation will presently come to demand 
their services ; and if the valleys of Mexico, with their high 
temperature and dry heats, are to be cultivated and railways 
constructed, the China coolie must be relied on, The golden 
drifts of California and Australia have ceased to reward free 
Chinese emigration ; but compensation may yet be found in 
the cultivation of tea in the one country, and of cotton in the 
other, We advert to the subject for the purpose of calling 
attention to the terms on which the Cuban trade is conducted. 
Coolies are virtually sold into slavery for the advantage of un- 
principled dealers, aud the countries in which they are landed. 
The price given by a Cuban planter for a coolie, from £75 to 
£120, according to his condition, bears no due proportion to 
the cost of his conveyance in an overcrowded vessel, or to the 
value of his services, represented, as far as he is concerned, by 
the payment of 16s. per month for eight years. It would 
need little effort on the part of the Chinese authorities to 
circulate information among the Chinese population that would 
induce emigrants to put themselves, so to speak, at a premium 
to begin with, and so secure a portion of the money’now pass- 
ing into the hands of strangers who sell them like slaves, 
asa commodity which is worth whatever it will bring. The 
number of Chinese coolies at present in Cuba is no less than 
14,000, for whose eight years’ services upwards of £1,200,000 
have been paid. Last season, 2,600 were shipped from Macao 
alone, for Cuba, of whom 600 died on the passage. Canton 
supplied also a large number. As to the second point, we have 
to observe that the Chinese authorities who havo begun to 
countenance Chinese emigration,—for traditional policy in this 
matter has been entirely subverted,—might be induced to enforce 
to alarger extent the system that they carry with them their 
wives and children. Notwithstanding the atrocities committed 
on the Imperial as well as the rebel side during the late war, 
the Chinese authorities have never been indifferent to motives 
of benevolence ; and finding, as they do, that few of tho ex- 
ported coolies return, they might thus be induced to ameliorate 
their condition. 


PURCHASE OF STEAMERS BY JAPANESE DAIMIOS. 

THE late active purchase of steamers by Japanese Damos 
need not have occasioned the surprise that has been expressed ; 
The Times’ correspondent frum Shanghai having even gone so 
far as to characterise the desire for the possession of these 
vessels as a mania. Considering the wealth of the leading 
Datos, there is nothing extravagant in the aggregate amount 
expended for this purpose. These steamers are not purchased 
as mere toys. The two steamers belonging to Satsuma, burnt 
by our fleet at Kagosima, were loaded down at the time with 
sugar. The Japanese are of too practical a turn of mind not to 
be disposed to put their money to the best account. Our only 
surprise is that a greater number of steamers should not have 
been acquired, looking to the large extent of cast pertaining to 
that archipelago, the activity of the trade carried on in junks, 
together with the violence of the currents, the cross seas and 
adverse winds which obstruct sailing craft. These steamers 
will answer also what, for the sake of clearness, we may term 
inland revenue purposes. Darmtos, as well as the Mrxabo, have 
tolls to collect; jurisdiction is exercised by the maritime 
Princes over the water frontage of their domains ; and the in- 
crease of smuggling suggests a further use to which such vessels 
may be put. Political purposes, too, whether involving com- 
bination among the Princes themselves, or facilitating a reference 
to Yedo or Miako, will thus be answered, Besides, steamers 
have become necessary State appendages, symbols of wealth and 
power, and so aid in keeping alive the awe and respect of won- 
dering subjects. The Japanese rulers have always becn ready 
to appropriate whatever is valuable or useful in tho way of in- 
ventions, We shall no doubt find the telegraph introduced at 
no distant date. 


THE RETURN OF COLONEL GORDON. 

We are glad to welcome back to his native country, in good 
health and spirits, Colonel Gordon, whose exploits in China we 
have so often had occasion to record. One would naturully 
suppose that, after the vory arduous and harassing duties 
which he performed in China, he would now be disposed 
to settle down for a little quiet. Not so, however, for we find 
that, notwithstanding the number of persons who have called 
on him at his Club, they are daily informed of some new 
locality. Shortly after his arrival in London by the Marseilles 
route, on the 13th inst., he quitted for Southampton to visit 
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bis father, General Gordon ; but before he could be seen at 
Southampton we hear of him at Woolwich, on a visit to his 
brother; next at the quarters of Sir Frederick Brace ; and 
mert (on the 20th) starting again for Southampton. Consider- 
‘ing the great risk he was exposed to in China, we trust that 
he will appreciate his preservation, and not endanger his 
bealth by over-activity in this country—at least for a season. 





THE CONSUL AT BANGKOK. 

Ine our last issue we noticed the appointment of Mr. Kxox 
‘as representative of British interests in Siam. Statements 
hhave reached us for many months past of the high-handed 
and rude manner in which Mr, Kyox has behaved while in 
the discharge of his duties, but as we concluded it would be 
dot for a short time, and that a gentleman—trained in 
Europe to the formula of a Consulate—would be appointed 
to succeed Sir Ropzrt Scoompurak, we were content to wait. 
As that event has not come to pass, we cannot longer 
mefrain from noticing the remonstrances we have received. 
The following is one of the letters we have received on the 
subject, from which it appears quite evident that Mr. Kyox 
does not possess that necessary qualification for 3 consul, the 
-suaviter in modo with the fortiter in re. Indeed, it is hardly 
to be expected from Mr. Knox's antecedents. If wo aro rightly 
anformed, Mr, Knox was an officer in the Indian army, and 
shaving left that service (why we do not know), went to Siam, 
‘where he passed the earlier portion of his sojourn in a very 
precarious position. Hls occupation was that of a drill-sergeant 
‘to the troops of the King of Stam, for which ho received a 
stipend, certainly insufficient for his eupport as an officer and 
@ gentleman, and it is notorious that he was dependant to a 
‘great extent on the hospitality of the foreign residents in 
Bangkok. During this connection with the Siamese Govern- 
ment, Mr. Knox naturally enough acquired some knowledge of 
‘the language, and, through the interest of his friends at home, 
the was attached to the Consulate as Interpreter and Vice- 
‘Consul until, by the resignation of Sir Ropert ScHomBurRGK, he 
‘was raised to the post of Consul, in which capacity he is in a 
position to endanger our fricndly relations with the King of 
Sum. What opinion can the Kina have for our Government 
when it accredits such a person as our representative? As- 
@aming that Mr. Knox discharged the duties in an exemplary 
manner, it was a very unwise act on the part of the Foreign. 
“Office to appoint a man who had held such a position under the 
very eyes of the Siamese. We can hardly believe that Lord 
Joun Russe, would have bestowed the appointment on him 
bad he been aware of the manner in which Mr. KNox comports 
himself towards the Siamese Government.

Dear Sir,—The affairsof Siam, Cochin-China, and Cambodia have 
been so much commented upon in your late issues that I deem it may be 
interesting to your readers to be informed of the cause which renders 
our political standing so weak in that quarter, more especially when 
op; as it is, by the able diplomacy of the French. 

it can no longer be concealed that our Consulate in Siam does not 
occupy that position which would entitle it to the respect of the Govern- 
ment, and invite its confidence ; and although the Siamese, alive to the 
importance of possessing our friendship, have been solicitous for its main- 
tenance, yet it is evident that an estrangement has taken place, which, 
if allowed to contjnue, will seriously affect our relations with that country. 
Tregret to observe that Mr, Acting Consul Knox has been gazetted as 
‘Consul in the place of Sir Robert Schomburgh, retired. It is the opinion 
of most persons acquainted with the affairs of Siam that Mr. Knox is 
aesponsible for these difficulties by his want of ordinary courtesy in forcing 
demands upon the Government ina manner it is ditficult to assign any 
reason for, secing that this has been mostly done in native cases, which 
dare occurred in far territories bordering upon British Burmah, and 
therefore little if at all serving the interest of British trade in Bangkok. 

Tt may be remarked that among the many Eastern nations our com- 
merce has connected us with, the Siamese stand pre-eminent for the 
friendly spirit with which they have met foreign intercourse. Since the 
‘opening of the country, life and property have been univenially respected, 
and asense of justice evinced that cannot but be commended, With 
such a disposition on their part, it is to be deplored that the policy pursued 
isso ruinous to our prestige.

THE HONG KONG ROYAL MINT. 

With reference to the new British dollar for China, tho 
Secretary of State has decided that the dollar shall have a 
milled, and not a lettered edge. It is found that to place a 
lettered edge upon the dollar would require a complicated and 
expensive addition to the coining-presses, which would be very 
difficult to work, and liable to disorder, At present it is un- 
certain whether any of the dollars will be coined here for ship- 
ment. Captain Kinder and staf will, most probably, leave 
England by the mail, and arrive at Hong Kong about ‘the end 
of June. 





TUE POSTAL SERVICE TO INDIA AND CHINA, 


The protest which was made some three ycars since 
to tho Post-offico in reference to the irregularity of the 
arrival and departure of the mails has again been re 
vived, and the following memorial presented to the 
Postmaster-General. We may add that there is little chance 
of the project being carried out until the railway is completed 
between Bombay and Calcutta, and even then it is very 
doubtful :—

THE DEVELOPMENT OF SIAM. 

In the issue of the London and China Telegraph of the 3rd 
inst. we inserted a letter that appeared in the Siam Times on 
“Railways to China,” in which the writer complains of the 
iven to rumours rather than the truth respecting 
ies of Siam, and of the indiscriminate manner in 
which foreigners ask for concessions, and having obtained them, 
proceed no further in the matter. Since then we have received 
the following letter :— 

(ro THE EDITOR.) 

Sir,—The sovereign of Siam may be somewhat unreasonable in his com= 
plaint that after granting a concession ofa railway across the narrow Malay 
peninsular, the requisite capital for one or other should not have been 
forthcoming ; what I chiefly allude to are the capabilities of that country 
for agricultural development, and the materials it offers for successful 
‘mining enterprise. The tariff rates prescribed under Sir John Bowring’s 
treaty afford all requisite commercial encouragment to investments. The 
Government itself has extensively imported machinery for sugar manufac- 
ture. Manufactures and arts in Siam, however, are Jow, but with a fer 
tile soil, continually renovated by the inundation of the great river, and 
Producing abundant crops, with an industrious people possessing a tem- 
perament which disposes them to appreciate those comforts and luxuries 
which can be only gained by means of commerce—it is a mine of wealth 
‘for those who are able to work it. Of the articles it could produce in 
darge quantities are sugar, rice, cotton, gum. oil, pepper, and timber, dye 
woods, ivory and shellac can be obtained in large quantities. It has all the 
Jururious fruits of the forests, and extensive forests of teak. Mining com- 
panies might find their account in working its ores of gold, iron, copper, 
inc, lead, antimony, and tin, As to commerce, the chief articles hitherto 
required by the Siamese in exchange for their products are arms, ammu- 
nition, anchors, cutlery, piece goods, crockery aud mirrors; but the list 
of these articles might be greatly increased.

- TRADE BETWEEN TRIESTE AND HONG KONG. 

A regular trade hetween Trieste and Hong Kong is about to be essayed. 
‘The ditiiculty that still exists in Austria in bringing about combinations 
for mercantile purposes is remarkable, and we find the Austrian journals 
chronicling as an important event the first trading venture to the Par East. 
The Mercantile Company of Fiume has chartered, for this purpose, 
through the agency of a Hamburg house, the Bremen barque Ernest et 
Marie, originally with the intention of loading her with 3,000 barrels of 
flour. Only 2,000 barrels, however, will be taken, and the balance of 
cargo be made up by 400 cases of wax candles, 25 hogsheads of beer, 25 
casks of Austrian wine, 50 packages of soap, and 200 packages preserved 
Provisions. For the next outward passage there are already offered a large 
assortment of Moravian cloths and other national manufactures, including. 
article of bijcuterie, furniture, carriages, and varieties of the celebrated 
iquers maraschino. _

The complaint with last serson’s teas 
were that they were hurried forward too quickly, and lost flavour on this 
account ; may not compression be a means of preserving their favour 
all conditions? ‘This flavour can be of little consequence to Kirghisy 
Kalmucis, and other races who stew their tea with buttermilk and salt, bat 
it is the prime test of quality at the northern and southern Russian ports 
with which we have to do. 1 am not for turning all our Russian e: 
tions of tea into tiles, but the tile form would evidently suit the views of & 
large class of Russian traders in the article. — Yours, &., Canton.

THE BISHOP OF VICTORIA. 

The Right Reverend Dr. George Smith formally resigned the Bishopric 
of Victoria (Hong Kong) in the early part of the present mont 
Bishop Smith first arrived in China in the year 1844, and on bis return 
to England published, in 1847, his “ Narrative of an Exploratory Visit 
to the Consular Cities of China and the Islands of Hong Kong and 
Chusan, on behalf of the Church Missionary Society, in the years 1844, 
1845, and 1846.” In the year 1849 he returned to China as the first 
bishop of the newly-created see of Victoria. He published, in 1861, a 
volume entitled “ Ten Weeks in Japan,” containing his observations on 
that newly-opened country and people; a work favourably reviewed at 
the time in the pages of this journal, 

‘The bishopric is endowed with a payment of £1,000 a-year from the 
Colonial Bishoprics Fund, and is in the patronage of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, who in such cases generally seeks the recom- 
mendation af the Archbishop of Canterbury. The late bishop is in the 
fiftieth year of his age, and retires on a pension of £300 a-year voted by 
the Legislative Council of Hong Kong, and subject to reduction by the 
amount of preferment received in England, in accordance with the local 
regulations of the civil service of the colony. 

‘We believe that no successor has yet been named for the vacant post. 
It is understood that the nominations to the vacant colonial dioceses of 
Victoria, Rupert's Land, Nelson, and the new see of Grafton (New 
South Wales), are likely to be delayed until after the judgment of the 
Judicial Committee of Privy Council on the Colenso case has been 
delivered, which may render some change necessary in the wording of the 
new letters patent of colonial bishops, 








WAREHOUSING OF CHINESE SILKS. 


Some months since, it will be remembered, an ineffectual effort was 
made by City merchants and others to bring about a reduction in current 
rates of insurance on goods. These rates, whatever their amount, necessarily 
vary with the risk: to reduce the risk, is, in all cases, to reduce the cost of 
a policy, and it may be safely left to competition to lower the scale of 
charges to that point which, whilst securing rearonable returns to com- 
panies, will give a maximum of benefit to the public ata minimum of cost. 
One means to this end, as far as warehoused goods are concerned, and we 
refer more especially to China silks, would be found in a better classifica 
tion of the Dock system of warehousing. At present, inflammable or com- 
bustible goodsentered and charged for by insurance companies as hazard— 
ous and extra hagardous, are frequently placed in proximity to China and 
Japan silks, on which, from this cause, the rates of insurance are propor= 
tionably increased. ‘These silke are not unfrequently stored in the same 
building with saltpetre, hemp, lax, cotton, and even tallow and oils, If 
we add fo this that many of the warehouses are of a character to invite 
conflagration to do its worst, we discover the reason for the heavy charges 
on policies constantly imposed. The miscellaneous storage resorted to 
is unnecessary, as answering no purpose that might not be otherwise 
better met, 





THE COTTON PROSPECTS. 
(economist. ) 

The apparent aggregate increase of supply since the commencement of 
the cotton famine is greater than the real one, as shown at least by the 
trade accounts, inasmuch as the average weight of the bales has 
steadily decreasing, ‘The following table gives the full statement of the 
imports :—

The export during the past year has been 732,000 bales: it is expeeted 
to reach 800,000 in 1863—leaving 2,100,000 for our own consumption 
without any diminution of stock, This would allow a weekly consump- 
tion of about 40,000 bales, or 19,640,000 lbs, The sole questions ro 
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maining for consideration are, first, whether this supply will suffice to 
employ our milis and to produce as much cotton yam and cloth as the 
world will buy ? and, secondly, what efect on prices this supply will 
probably produce? 

In 1860, when all factories were fully employed and every man was 
producing as much as he could, the apparent weekly consumption reached 
48,500 bales; but as at the end of that year the stocks in the hands of the 
trade were unusually large. the real consumption was probably only 
47,000 bales of 425 Ibs each, or about 20,000,000 Ibs. "For 1865, we 
have a supply available of 40,000 bales of $41 Ibs. each, or 13,640,000 
Ibs. ;—and as we may, perbaps, set off the dirtier character of the cotton 
now used against the greater economy in its use, and the various substitutes 
‘or rather auxiliaries employed to eke it out,—we may say that we shall 
virtually have two-thirds or 66 per cent. of the quantity we used up in our 
briskes: and most prosperous year. But the present character of most 
of the cotton employed, being so much shorter and dirtier than 
formerly, requires a much greater amount of manipulation. The 
same number of spindles and looms cannot produce the same 
same quantity of yarn and cloth, the cotton has to be passed through 
more processes and a greater amount of machinery, and the machinery 
has to ran slower than before. It is not easy—pethaps nat possible—to 
estimate the amount of this change; but we shall probably be sife in as. 
suming that all the factories existing in 1860 could not now work up 
more tban 18,000,000 Ibs, instead of the 20,000,000 they did work up 
then. Now, since that date, numbers of oldconcerns have been broken 
‘up or gone into such complete disrepair that they will never start again :— 
others no doubt have been created, and perhaps the one may be set against 
the other. In that case, we only want 18,000,000 Ibs. a week, and we 
have 19,640,000 Ibs., or as nearly as may be 75 per cent. of the extreme 
quantity we want, or could use. 

Now few persons, we beli who are aware of the great amount of 
disorganization and dispersion which has occurred among the factory 
population during the last three or four years,—the number who have 
migrated or emigrated, the number who have gone {o service. the number 
who havesought and found other occupations, would consider that more thaa 
80 or 8 per cent. at the outside of the former factory population is now 
extant or to be found in Lancashire or Cheshire, available for their old 
work. And when we add to thie the further consideration that more 
hands as well as more machinery than formerly are required to spin and 
Weave a given quanlity of the inferior cotton now alone attainal 
think there is every reason to hope that, before the end of It

‘That prices of cotton must fall, as indeed they are falling, there can 
‘we apprehend be no doubt ;—though at what rate they may decline, or 
at what point they may step we should be sorry to hazard any confident 
conjecture. Thus much, however, is certain. The production of cotton 

in 1860 was notoriously in excess of the aggregate demand of the 
world, even at the comparatively low prices then prevailing, for stocks ac- 
cumulated in every market. Now, is it probable that if the world could 
‘not consume 20,000,000 Ibs. a week when Orleans was at 8d. and Surats 
‘at Sd. per Ib., it will be able to consume 13,640,000 Ibs. with Orleans at 
24d. and Surats at 18d. per Ib, ? As soon as prices reach a moderately 
ow limit, there can be no doubt that both production and demaad will 
nerease, for all the markets of the world are bare of stocks and need to 
eplenish them ;—but what “ moderation ” is, whether 12d.—or 9d.—for 
East Indian cotton, no man can venture to pronounce.

Rear-Admiral George St. Vincent King, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Indiesand Cape of Good Hopestations, hasbeen appointed 
to succeed Rear-Admiral Sir Augustus L. Kaper, K.C.B., 
whose time of service has expired, as Commander-in-Cirief in 
China, 

Lieut.-Col. J. W. Lovell, C.B., principal instructor in ficld fortifica- 
tions at the Royal Engineer establishment, Brompton Barracks, Chatham, 
having been appointed Commanding Royal Engineer in China, is 
succeeded at the Royal Engineer establishment by Major F. H. de Vere. 

By direction of the Admiralty, the officials connected with the Steam 
Reserve are engaged in making a careful survey of the various steamers 
composing the Anzlo-Chinese flotilla in the Medway, in order to enable 
them to arrive at the exact value of each vessel, including all machinery 
and stores. 

We have to record the death of Capt, Robert Harris, R.N., which 
took place at his residenee at Southsea, Portsmouth, on the 16th inst. 
Welearn from O'Byrne that the deceased officer entered the Royal Navy 
in 1822 as a volunteer on beard the Euryalus, 42, and in 1824 was em- 
ployedat the blockade of Algiers. He afterwards served on board the Perret, 
the Royal George yacht, and the Onyx and Pantaloon tenders to the 
yacht. In the Excellent gunnery-ship, as a lieutenant, his scien- 
tific acquirements secured him the highest le certificate. In the 
Melville, 72, bearing the flags for some time of Admirals Sir Peter Halket 
and the Hon, George Elliot, Lieut. Harris served for four years ay gunnery- 
lieutenant in North America and the West Indies, on the Cape of Good 
Hope and China stations, and took part in various military operations. 
Capt. Harris's last services, however, were the most important in his 
career, and with them his name must slways remain indissolubly con- 
nected. This was the organisation and introduction into Her Majesty's 
service of the naval cadet and boys' training-ship system, a task for the 
execution of which Capt, Harris was specially selected by the Admiralty. 





























How this arduous task was carried out is best exemplified by a reference 
to the means placed at Capt. Harris’s disposal in the one ship (Illustrious) 
for the joint scheme at its commencement, and the present admirably 
arranged Britannia, with a college in prospective, for the naval cadets, 
and a training ship for boys now in every naval port in the kingdom. For 
several years he laboured at this duty, and none but his personal friends 
can know the amount of zeal he brought to bear upon it, or the tact with 
which he worked out the important plans entrusted to his care.

Commander Horatio L. A. L. Maitland joined Her Majesty’s 5-gun 
vessel Landrail, commissioned at Woolwich for service on the Scuth 
coast of Africa, to assist in the suppression of the slave trafic. Tho 
Landrail has been thoroughly repaired. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Morrison has retired from the Royal Marines, 
This officer joined the Service on the 18th of October, 1842. On the Sth 
of April, 1845, he embarked on board Her Majesty's ship Vernon, and 
proceeded in that shipto the River Plate, where he was actively employed 
at Monte Video, and was present on the 20th of November, 1845, at the 
attack on the batteries at Punto Obligado. From the Rier Plate he 
went in the Vernon to the East Indies, where he was employed until the 
endof I#48. He was promoted to first lieutenant 27th July, 18455; ap- 
pointed quartermaster at Plymouth 13th January, from thence 
transferred as adjutant to Chatham, 18th February, 1854; and promoted 
to captain 2lst February, 1803. In August, 1857, he proceeded with the 
brigade to China, was present at the capture of Canton, served as 
Provost-Marshal to the forces, and afterwards as deputy assistant 
adjutant-general to the garrison at Canton, in 1858 and 1859, 
On the formation of the expedition to the North of China he was on the 
staff of the garrison at Hong Kong, which appointment be resigned for 
the purpose of accompanying the battalion of his corps attached to Sir 
Hope Grant's force; was present at Sinho, Tongoo, siege and capture of 
North Takoo Fort, and the whole of the subsequent operations. He was 
gazetted brevet-major 15th September, 1858, and licutenant-colonel 15th 
February, 1861. ‘Since his return to. Eagiand he has been employed on 
the recruiting staff of the corps, latterly in charge of the London district. 
His departure from the Service is much regretted by the whole of his old 
friends and comrades, and he carries with him their best wishes for his 
future welfare and prosperity. 

The paddlewheel steam-sloop Virago, 6, Commander William G. H. 

Johnstone, from Bermuda, arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 20th inst. 
When entering Burmuda from Halifax, Dec, 4, and being about eight or 
nine miles from the island, she struck on an outlying rock, one of the Ber= 
muda Reef. The Virago was at the time under steam, and going from 
six to seven knots per hour. Her timbers were started from the stempost 
as far up as the six-foot mark, the keel of her stem was started, and the 
bolts driven back ; two or three streaks of copper were ripped off, and the 
whole of her starboard side severely shaken, Had the sloop been a sail- 
ing vessel she would have sunk in less than three hours, but being a steamer 
she was kept afloat by the action of her bilge ejection pipes. She entered 
Bermuda the next morning, and was repaired by a diver alongside the jetty. 
‘The Virazo left Dec. 31 for England, in company with the screw steam 
corvette Challenger, 22, Captain John J. Kennedy, C.B., but parted from 
her four days afterwards. On the homeward voyage heavy gales from 
south-west, veering to north-west, were experienced, and on Saturday, Jan. 
14, the first gig was washed away, carrying with it part of the starboard 
padd!ebox. 
Pe MMajar-Gen, R. S. Armstrong, of the Royal Artillery, is to have the 
« distinguished service ” reward of €100 per annum, vacated by the ap- 
pointment of Major-Gen, Dupuis, C.B., Col.-Commandant of a Brigade 5 
and a similar reward, vacated by the death of Major-Gen, Palliser, has 
been conferred on Major-Gen. Francis Warde. The annual pensions of 
‘£91. 53. held by Major-Gen. Armstrong and Major-Gen. Warde have 
been bestowed on Major-Gen. Burke Cuppage and Mayor-Gen. J. St 
George, C.B. 

We learn that orders have been issued to stop the manufacture of Parrot 
guns in the United States, and a commission has been appointed to inquire 
into the causes of their failure. There are about 1,00U of them in the 
Federal arsenals.

Logs OF HER MAJESTY'S SHIP “ BOMBAY.” 

Lieutenant Stirling, one of the survivors of the ill-fated Bombay, 
arrived at the Admiralty, and shortly after the Secretary of the Admiralty 
sont out to the various daily papers the following coramunication 

“H.M.S. Stromboli, Monte Video, Dec. 15, 1864, 8 a.m. 

“ Sir,—I much regret that I have to report the total loss by fire of 
H.M.S. Bombay. She left this anchorage under sail at 7 a.m. yesterday 
when I transferred my flag to the Triton. About 5 P.m. of the same 
day I received intelligence that the Bombay was on fire near the English 
Bank, or Flores Island, about 13 miles from this place. I immediately 
despatched the Stromboli to her assistance, and proceeded myself in the 
Triton, but so rapidly had the fire extended that the ship had been deserted 
long before assistance could reach them, The ship's company had been 
at general quarters in the afternoon till a little after 3 pa., the foremost 
lower deck guns were then told off for divisional exercise, but fring had 
not commenced from them, when about ten minutes after the retreat had 
been beat, fire was reported to have broken out in the after part of the ship, 
about the after hold ; the fire bell was immediately rung, and with the greatest 
order and promptness an abundant supply of water was obtained ; but the fire 
appears at once to have spread with uncontrollable rapidity, which gives me 
the impression that it originated very close to the spirit room, and that the 

irit casks must almost immediately have burst and ignited. At 3.35 P.st. 

e fire was reported. At 3.52, finding the fire was quickly gaining, 
the boats were hoisted out. At four P.M. the boats were out, with the 
exception of the tecond launch, when the flames coming up the hatchways, 
4be awnings and sails having been burnt, rendered it impossible for the 
men to work. The sick had already been passed into the boats, and the 
test of the ship's company now followed. At a quarter-past four the 
mainmast went over the side, the boats then being scarcely clear of the 
stip, and many officers and men were still holding on to ropes alongside, 
and to the fore part of the ship, and others fioating on the spars, &c. 
Soon after the mainmast fell, the stoppers of the anchors being burnt 
through, the anchors fell, and it seems many men who were upon or near 
them must have lost their lives. The ship was under sail, hove to, when 
the fire occurred, steam not having been up. At 8.25 the after-magazine 
blew up, and the ship sunk in about § fathoms. 

“ Among the officers, Mr. John K. Smallhorn, Assistant-Surgeon, is 
the only one missing, and who was drowned alongside. 

“The French mail-packet being at this moment on the point of de- 
parture, I am not able to give a more detailed report; but I ain endea- 
vouring to ascertain the number and names of men missing. which, [ am 
sorry to say, amounts to about 93; but the boats having been picked up 
by vessels proceeding to different places, we cannot as yet get a correct 
return.—I have the honour to be, &e. (Signed), Cas. G. J. B. Euuiot, 
Rear- Admiral and Commander-in-Chief. To the Secretary of the Ad- 
miralty.” 

No list of names has been received at the Admiralty, and whenever any 
further information is received it wiil be made public.

L088 OF THE ‘ RACEHORSE.” 
(Army and Navy Gazette.) 


In noticing the apparent decadence of seamanship in the Royal Navy! 
we arrived at the conclusion from the fact that, of late years, an unusual 
number of Her Majesty's ships have suffered total and ‘disastrous wrecks. 
We must not, however, be misunderstood; we have no desire nor inten- 
tion to visit with any degree of unnecessary severity those officers who, to 
their misfortune, were prominently connected with the losses in question. 
The few remarks which have appeared in the columns of this journal on 
the melancholy destruction of the Racehorse can in no way affect Com- 
mander Boxer's position, as a court-martial will, in all probability, have 
long since determined whether he was or was not liable to blame for the 
course which ended in the annihilation of much valuable property, and in 
the painful and lingering death of nearly one hundred of our fellow- 
creatures. Weare fully aware of the suffering which a captain or com- 
tmanding officer, if he possess the ordinary feelings of our nature, must 
endure when his vessel is suddenly snatched from under his feet, especially 
when that catastrophe, as in the case of the Racehorse, is accompanied by 
the removal from life of almost the whole of his shipmates, who only 3 
few hours previously were full of health, energy, and activity. We should 
indeed have great reason to blush for ourselves if under such cireum- 
stances we could, without sufficient reason, be so callous as to lacerate the 
feelings of any man, particularly one placed in the position of Commander 
Boxer. All that we didsay rested upon a fact published in the China 
papers, viz., that the Racehorse made for Lung Mun Bay instead of for 
‘Chee-foo. Now, considering that the latter place is twelve miles to the 
eastward of the former, we do not think that we said too much when we 
imputed blame to some one on board. We are prepared to admit that the 


























two places resemble each other very much, but that, we should imagine 
would serve rather to isduce caution than boldness. ‘e are informed 
that Commander Boxer is a capital seaman, as his father was before him, 
and we shall hail with satisfaction his entire acquittal from blame in con- 
nection with the loss of Her Majesty's late vessel. 








EXTRAORDINARY ATTEMPT ON THE LIFE OF A 
CHINA MERCHANT. 


Robert Atkin, forty-five, who had been a ship captain, but was now 
described as a farmer, and who gave an address in Crawford-street, Bryan- 
ston-square, was placed at the bar before the Lord Mayor, on Saturday the 
Qist inst., charged with extorting £90 odd from Mr. Brown, a merchant 
in Fenchurch-street, by threatening to shoot him. 

Mr. Denton, from the office of Messrs. Freshfields, the solicitors to the 
Bank of England, conducted the prosecution. 

‘The complainant, Mr. William Seton Brown was called. He said: T 
am a merctant, and reside at Homedale-house, Nuifield, Surrey, I 
formerly resided at Shanghai, as a member of the firm of Birley, Wor- 
thington, and Co,, of that place, merchants. I left Shanghai in April, 
1858, and returned to England. I use the office of Mr. Lidderdale at 
34, Fenchurch-street, in this city. The prisoner, accompanied by 
woman, called upon me there about 1 o'clock on Friday, and they were 
shown into a back room by an office boy. As soon as I entered the room 
to speak to them the prisoner went to the door, and putting his back 
inst it, drew a revolver from his pocket, and said, My name is Atkin, 
and I want my money.” replied that I did not owe him any money. 
He repeated the same words more than once, still holding the pistol in 
his hand, not pointing it at me, but holding it downwards. He said, “I 
am a desperate man, and must have iny money before I leave this room.” 
After some further parley I told him I should pay him the money and 
give him into the custody of a constable. Turiel get to the door to 
open it. He repeated that he must have his money before he left the 
room. I suggested that the woman who accompanied him should call in 
my friend, meaning Mr. Lidderdale, who would probably pay the money. 
‘The woman left apparently for that purpose, and presently returned, ac- 
companied by Mr. Lidderdale, who, on hearing what had passed, wrote a 
cheque for £91. 2s. on his bankers, The cheque was sent to the bank and 
cashed. Mr. Lidderdale himself paid the eee the money. The 
prisoner had previously demanded upwards of £100 of me. The 
woman showed me some rs which I handed to my iriend Mr. Lidder- 
dale, and he in turn handed them to the prisoner. ‘They appeared to me 
to be accounts and documents relating to the ship Dennis Hill. The 
prisoner eventually agreed to take £91. 2s. The money was placed on a 
table with that view, and he touk it up, signing immediately afterwards the 
receipt produced. ‘Every now and then, until he got the money, he kept 
drawing the pistol out of his pocket, 

A police-olficer at length came in with Mr. Lidderdale, and they wera 
present when the money was paid to the prisoner. I was under the belief 
that the prisoner would have fired the pistol at me if I had attempted to 
leave the room, or if I had not paidhim the money. _ I am now liable 
to Mr, Lidderdalejfor the amount of the cheque. T was in bodily fear, and 
but for that { should not have paid the prisoner the money. At the very 
beginning of the interview I told the prisoner that my firm had nothing to 
do with the freight of the vessel in question, and that they had only acted 
as agents in chartering her. About a year anda half ago I saw the 
prisoner, He then called on me at the same office. Up to that time I 
had not heard or known anything about the freight of the Dennis Hill 
Besides, the question of freight was no business of mine. On that 
‘occasion the prisoner told me that he had been the master of the ship 
‘Dennis Hill; that the vessel had some years before been chartered 
to go from Fonchow to New York; that she was required for the 
firm of Birley and Co., of Foochow, of which house I was not nor 
am now a partner; and. that on our arrival at New York some dis- 
pute arose about the freight. I said I could make inquiry into the matter, 
and that if I found there was anything due to him I should endeavour to 
get the money for him. I told him 1 was not a partner in the firm of 
Birley and Co., of Foochow, that I did this as a friendly act, and J asked 
him to call again in a day or two. I made inquiries, and he called again. 
I then told him he had been trying to perpetrate a fraud on the consignees 
at New York, and that I declined to interfere at all in the matter, He 
became insolent, and I requested him to leave the office, which he did. 
‘This was about the middle of July, 1863, A day or two afterwards I re- 
ceived a threatening letter bearing his signature, which [ can produce. 
From that time until Friday [ had not seen him. I had instructed my 
solicitor to defend me against the proceedings which the prisoner bad com- 
menced against me. 

Mr. William Lidderdale: Iam a merchant at 34, Fenchurch-street, 
and partner in the firm of Rathbone Brothers, of Liverpool. A few days 
ago the prisoner called upon me with his wife and asked for Mr. Brown, 
giving as his name “Mr. Johnson.” 1 told him Mr. Brown was out, 
upon which the prisoner left, but did not return that day. On Friday the 
prisoner called again, I was out at the time, and on my return [ heard 
high words in the back room, which my friend Mr. Brown occupies. Soon 
alterwards the prisoner's wife came out of the room callizg ‘* Chaplin,” the 
name of the office boy. The boy went in and brought a message to me, upon 
which I entered the room where the altercation was going on. I could not 
get in fora minute or two, as some one appeared to be pressing against thedoor 
from behind. ‘The door was opened by the prisoner, and I found him 
standing with a pistol in his left hand. Mr. Brown said, ** Here'da 
man who threatens to shoot me if I don’t puy a claim he has made upon 
me.” Turning to the prisoner, I said that was an extraordinary way of 
enforcing a claim. The prisoner replied that he was a desperate man and 
had been driven to it, that he was very hard ups and had been a long 
time trying to get the money. 1 argued with him a few minutes, an 
then his wife produced some papers, some of which were handed to me. 
I looked at one or two of them, and amongst them was what appeared to 
be the copy of an affidavit made in New York by Messrs, Westea and 
Grey, in which they had declared they had tendered to the prisower 583 
dollars and 42 cenis, and that he had refused to receive the money. ‘The 
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affidavit seemed to be in connection with the freight of the ship Dennis 
Hill, Mr. Brown then said it was not worth while going any further into 
the documents, and that he thought he had better pay the money and 
have the prisoner apprehended. I warned the prisoner myself that he 
would be given in charge if he demanded the money. The reply was 
that he was quite prepared. Mr. Brown assured the prisoner more than 
‘once that he had nothing to do with the ship, He then asked me to pay 
the money for him, upon which 1 wrote a cheque for £91. 2s. upon my 
bankers. " The prisoner refused to take the cheque, lest, hesaid, | should 
play some trick upon him. I then sent the cheque to be cashed, and the 
messenger returned with the money, a policeman entering the room at the 
same time. The money was put inio my hands, and [ passed it to the 
prisoner, who then, in my presence, wrote the bottom part of the receipt 

roduced in these words :— As part payment of the freight (sic) earned 

yy barque Dennis Hill, Robert Atkin.” Over these words the following 
had been previously written :— 

“ Received from W. S. Brown, Esq., £91. 2s., the equivalent at 4s, 2d, 
exchange of $383, with interest at 5 per cent, for two years and ten 
months.—London, 20th Jan.” 

‘The prisoner had the pistol all this while, sometimes in his pocket and 
sometimes in his hand. As he was leaving the office Mr. Brown gave 
him into custody. 

Police-eoustabie Cushnie deposed that on Friday, about half-past one 

o'clock, he wascalled to the office of Mr. Lidderdale. On going there 
Mr. Lidderdale went into a back room with him, and witness saw the 
prisoner standing there near the door. The prisoner said once or twice, 
“Pay me my money, and then you can give mo in charge.” I saw Mr. 
Lidderdale pay the prisoner £91. 2s., and the prisoner sign a receipt, 
Mr. Brown at the time protesting against paying him the money, as be 
never owed it. He told witness in the prisoner's hearing that the prisoner 
had a pistol on him. Witness asked bim if that was so, and the prisoner 
replied in the affirmative. Mr. Brown gave the prisoner in charge, and 
witness took him to the Seething-lane police-station. ‘There the prisoner 
took from his left overcoat pocket the pistol produced (a revolver with 
six chambers), telling witness that it was loaded, The charge, which 
was aficrwards drawn, consisted of six bullets, and the pistol was ready- 
capped. On searching him witness found £91. 2s.,the sum paid him by 
. Lidderdale, and 54d. in copper besides, with some papers. 
By the prisoner: 1 saw you several times before I went into the room, 
the door being open. You looked very much excited. You said to Mi 
Brown, “ Pay me the money you owe me, and then hand me over to a 
magistrate.” You gave a receipt as soon as you got the money. On the 
way to the station you told me you had become a desperate man from 
having fallen into bad circumstances, but that you had no intention to 
shoot Mr, Brown. 

Charles Newroan, assistant-messenger from the Court of Bankruptcy, 
Basinghall-street, produced the proceedings in bankruptcy of the prisoner, 
Robert Atkin, described ax of Chapel-ill, Walthamstow, farmer, ‘The 
petition, he said, was filed by the bankrupt on the 2nd of November, 1864, 
and he was adjudged a bankrupt on the same day.

fessional assistance in conducting his defence, the Lord Mayor remanded 
the prisoner until Tuesiay, declining at the same time to entertain his 
request to admit him to bail. 























Tue Japanese Peasants.—A correspondent of the New York 
Tribune writes :— T have seen the soil about Nagasaki, Hakodadi, Yedo, 
and Kanagawa, and it is all the same ; yielding bounteous returns only to 
ainstaking labour. And this labour the Japanese peasant faithiully 

stows till all the country laughs with fatness. For him there are no 
ambitions beyond honest toil ; the conditions of his life are fixed irrevo- 
cably; he is haunted by no dreams of power, pursued by no restless 
avarice, and so his human machine runs on genily without many frets or 
breaks. His wife is industrious like himself, her spinaing-wheel sings by 
the door, and the shuttle of his daughter's loom flies by the window. In 
the rice culture and the cotton picking they labour by his side, His 
children have full run of the streets for their earlier years—the girl plays 
with doils and dresses, the boy snares Lirds, robs bied’s-nests, dams up the 
Tittle rills, sails his tiny boat, bakes his mud pies in the sun, and tears his 
trousers—till such times as he is able to go (o the woods for fuel, or to the 
fields to hoe and weed, But one thing is to be remembered, to school he 
must go, and the sun is hardly up before he is off to school with shini 
brown face and the roll of paper which makes his copy-book in hand.” 

Caprain Suenaro Osuons read a paper at the meeting of the Geo- 
graphical Society on Monday evening on exploratiuns in the Polar 
regions.
